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THE DEWEY CELEBRATION. 

Seldom has such a mighty welcome been extended by 
» nation to a victorious officer as that accorded to 
Admiral George Dewey, U. 8S. N., at New York City, 
beginning with the naval parade on September 29 and 
following with the land parade on September 30, and 
never before has such a vast crowd assembled on Man- 
hattan Island. 

Contrary to the weather predictions, the morning of 
September 29 broke fine and clear, with a brisk wind 
which increased to a reefing breeze in the afternoon, 
causing a bit of a sea that was not quite comfortable 
to some of the smaller craft, but which on the whole 
was very enjoyable weather, 

Promptly at 11 o’clock the exercises of the day began 
ty Mayor Van Wyck and party making an official call 
on Admiral Dewey aboard the Olympia. Here the 
Mayor made an address of welcome to the Admiral, in 
which he complimented him on his skill and judgment, 
and extended him the freedom of the city. In reply 
Admiral Dewey said: 

“Mr. Mayor and gentlemen, of course, it would be 
needless for me to attempt to make a speech, but my 
heart appreciates all that you have said. ow it is 
that you have overrated my work I cannot understand. 
It is beyond anything I can conceive of why there should 

such an uprising of the country. I simply did what 
uny Captain in the service would have done.” 

The Mayor after a few pleasant exchange of remarks, 
presented the Admiral with a medal of honor on behalf 
t the City of New York. Admiral Dewey next returned 
the Mayor's call going with the Mayor on board the 
sandy Hook, where he was introduced to the city’s 
cvuests. 

Meanwhile the broad expanse of the bay from the Bat- 
tery to the Narrows had been filling up with gayly dec- 
crated craft of every description. here were tiny row- 
heats with sprit sails, steam canal boats, canal boats 

tow, scows in tow, tugs, steam, electric and naphtha 

unches, schooners and sloops, ocean steamers, ferry- 
boats, steam and sailing yachts of all sorts and sizes, 
ud exeursion steamers from both near and far. All 
these eraft were loaded to their utmost capacity, and 

t was simply a matter of good luck that there were no 
serious accidents. 

To get something like order among the mass of ves- 
sels was no easy matter, but under the direction of 
Lieut. Comdr. J. C. Fremont, U. S. N., assisted by 
Chief of Police Devery, it was accomplished before the 
parade started and Admiral Dewey expressed surprise 
it the control exercised over such a vast assemblage of 
vessels, which was the largest ever seen in the harbor. 

At 1 o'clock precisely, the warships weighed 
unchor and started on their triumphal run up the bay 
und Hudson River as far as Grant’s tomb. First came 
the police boat Patrol, flanked on either side by the fire 
boats New Yorker and Van ‘yck; the fire boats 
squirted a continuous broadside of water to keep the 
course clear, and more than one offending boat which 
ventured a little too near the path of the parading ves- 
sels got a deserved drenching. 

Next came the Olympia, with the Mayor’s boat, the 
Sandy Hook, abreast, and then followed the New York, 
indiana, Massachusetts, Brooklyn, Texas, Lancaster, 
Dolphin, Scorpion and Chicago of the Navy. The six 
torpedo boats ranged themselves abeam and on either 
flank of Admiral wey’s ship, the Porter, the Winslow 
and the Stiletto on her port m and quarter, the Du- 
pont, the Morris and the Mackenzie on her starboard 
beam and quarter. 

Following the Navy vessels came the revenue cutters, 
n command of Capt. Hodgson; they were the Manning, 
ihe Algonquin, the Gresham, the Windom and the Onon- 
daga. Next in order were the United States Army trans- 
ports, the Sedgwick, the McPherson and the McClel- 
lan, followed by the hospital ship Missouri. 

The list of officers on the Navy vessels and revenue 
cutters were given in the Army and Navy Journal of 
September 30, page 105. The New Orleans, however, 
whieh was expected to take part, did not arrive until 
October 1. 

The next division was composed of steam yachts, ex- 
cursion boats and tugs, too numerous to mention. 

It was a beautiful and inspiring sight as the warships 
vathered headway and in column of vessels, natural 
order, steamed along, gay with bunting, crews lined up 
on deck, hulls freshly painted and everything in perfect 
order, 

The docks on either side of the river, gayly decorated, 
were filled with people, the roofs of all houses and win- 
dows which afforded a view of the river were crowded 
with spectators, as well as the hills of New voew and 
Riverside Park. The decorations of the big buildings 

1 New York showed up finely from the river. Many 
of the decorations along the shore front were very 
claborate, the American line and the Starin transporta- 
ion line piers as well as the Ll’ennsylvania Railroad 
Company being notable. 

The parade of the merchant marine was spoiled by 
iuumerous interloping excursion boats, which not being 
<atisfied to fall into the column in their appointed places, 
steamed helter skelter among the steam yachts follow- 
ng the revenue cutters, and, of course, spoilt the forma- 
thon, + 

Off 59th street the old sloop of war, Portsmouth, 
loaned to the New Jersey naval militia, lay at anchor 
hedecked with a rainbow of bunting, and she fired a 
salute as the Olympia passed. The end of the course 
was marked by the schoolship St. Marys, in command of 
Comdr. W. F eeder, and anchored near her were the 
two floats, Peace and Victory. 

The Olympia and the war vessels following, after 
rounding the Olympia, dropped anchor in regular order. 
hen the craft that followed circled round the St. Marys 
nd passed in review before the vessels of the naval 
division, The Olympia fired a salute in honor of Gen- 
ral Grant as she passed around the St. Marys. 

The new and old types of Navy vessels seen in the 
utrine parade stood out prominently. There were the 
tiling ships Portsmouth and St. Marys, built way back 
n the “forties; the steam screw sloop Lancaster, 
iunched in 1858; the protected cruiser Chicago, one of 
he first vessels of the new Navy, and the later types 
epresenting battleships, armored cruisers, converted 
achts and torpedo boats; and last, but not least, were 
the new trim lvoking revenue cutters whose value as 
uxiliary warships was so amply demonstrated during 
he Spanish war. 

In the night time the vessels of the naval division 
ere finely illuminated with electric lights, as were 
iany of the prominent buildings and docks, and this 
ith the display of fireworks rendered the scene one of 
xtreme grandeur.

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WASHINGTON’S RECEPTION TO DEWEY. 

The presentation of the sword voted by Congress to 
Admiral Dewey was the occasion for a demonstration 
at Washington, Oct. 3, that will rank among the chief 
pageants of the capital city. The start from Mrs. Wash- 
ington McLean's residence, where the Admiral stayed, 
was made promptly at 10 o'clock. Admiral Dewey had 
breakfasted with his son and Lieuts. Brumby and Cald- 
well. He emerged from the house with Chairman Moses 
of the local reception committee, and the two took their 
seats together in Mrs, McLean’s carriage. When the 
Admiral appeared resplendent in heavy epaulets and gold 
lace the great throng that had assembled in the adja- 
cent streets and in Farragut Square broke out into a 
long and loud burst of applause. There was also a dem- 
onstration when Capt. Lamberton and Lieuts. Brumby 
and Caldwell came out and took the second carriage. 

Accompanied by an escort of police and committeemen 
and preceded by the Marine Band, the Admiral was 
driven to the White House through cheering crowds. 

His progress was slow, and he repeatedly bowed and 
smiled his acknowledgment of the greetings given him. 
He entered the White House grounds by the west gate, 
and on reaching the portico he quickly alighted and was 
shown into the east room, where was met by the 
President and the members of the Cabinet. In a few 
minutes the Admiral reappeared with the President, and 
they took seats in one of the White House carriages. 
The members of the Cabinet occupied the next three 
carriages, former Secretary Alger sitting with Secretary 
Long, and then followed the various officials to whom 
had been assigned places near the central figure of the 
demonstration. 

The carriages passed down the driveway into Pennsyl- 
vania avenue, and the procession etarted. The parade 
moved between two solid walls of enthusiastic, shouting, 
gesticulating humanity, banked solidly from curbs and 
rising, tier on tier, on every conceivable kind of struc- 
ture, to the crowded roofs and windows, while above, 
below and all about fluttered flags, bunting and Dewey 
ae and devices forming a background -of brilliant 
color. 

At the head of the line rode Major General Miles in 
the full uniform of his rank, with the yellow field mar- 
shal’s sash from shoulder to hip. He was astride a su- 
perb gray horse, richly caparisoned. Back of him was 
rank after rank of military aides, all officers of high 
rank. Behind the brilliant coated Marine Band were 
marines in their blouses and helmets, the jackies from 
the Raleigh and other warships, battery after battery of 
light artillery, the mammoth eight-inch siege guns of the 
7th Artillery, each drawn by eight horses. Then the 
crimson trappings of the artillery changed to the yellow 
of cavalry, and line after line of the yellow-plumed troop- 
ers rode by. Mr. McKinley raised his hat only occa- 
sionally, leaving the Admiral to acknowledge the plau- 
dits of the multitude by lifting his chapeau. From end 
to end the avenue rang with deafening cheers, and s 
and handkerchiefs were waved madly. Following the 
Admiral came the officers and men of his flagship, the 
ps we in double ranks stretching across the avenue, 
and then distinguished officers of the Navy and Army. 
The members of the Cabinet rode in ca es. With 
them, also in the several carriages, rode Capt. Lamber- 
ton, Flag Lieut. Brumby and others of the Admiral’s 
staff. One of the features of the parade was the en- 
thusiastic reception given Rear Adml. Schley. 

At the Capitol the waiting crowd uncovered, and the 
President and Admiral Dewey passed rapidly into the 
lobby of the Senate. Dewey was followed by his war 
Captains, and the full Cabinet acted as an escort. The 
President, with his Cabinet, was shown into the Presi- 
dent’s room, while Admiral Dewey, with his Captains, 
occupied the room of the Vice-President. re was a 
wait of half an hour, and then the party took up the 
march to the stand in the same order as they had en- 
tered the Capitol. A gun sounded in the direction of 
the river just as the sun reached the meridian. There 
was a flourish from the Marine Band as the head of the 
procession reached the edge of the pertiee and the band 
struck up “Hail to the Chief” as the procession moved 
slowly down the steps to the stand. 

The crowd cheered long as the party took their seats, 
Admiral Dewey rising with. bare head to respond to the 
ovation. A colored servant threw a naval coak over the 
Admiral’s shoulders as he took his seat. Prayer was 
offered by the Rev. Dr. Bristol, President McKinley's 
pastor. 

Ross Perry, representing the Washington Reception 
Committee, made the introductory address, at its close 
introducing Secretary John D. Long, who read the of- 
ficial despatches to and from the Admiral at the time of 
the battle of Manila Bay, and after dwelling upon the 
difficult task accomplished, spoke of the destiny of the 
Philippine Islands under American control. It was no- 
ticed that Admiral Dewey applauded with hearty hand- 
claps the part of Secretary Long’s address dealing with 
our policy in the Philippines. The Secretary’s closing 
words were: “Now, following the authorization of Con- 
gress, I present the sword of honor which I hold in my 
hand—my hand—rather let it go to you through the hand 
of ope who in his youth also periled his life and fought 
for his country in battle, and who is to-day the Com- 
mander in Chief of all our armies and navies, the Pres- 
ident of the United States.” 

As Secretary Long concluded he passed the sword to 
President McKinley. The latter rose and faced the Ad- 
miral, who was visibly affected, and brushed his hands 
across his eyes before standing at attention. The Pres- 
ident said: “Admiral Dewey, from your entrance in the 
Harbor of New York with your gallant crew and va- 
liant ship, the demonstrations which everywhere have 
greeted you reveal the publie esteem of your heroic ac- 
tion, and the fulness of the love in which you are held 
by your country. The voice of the nation is lifted in 
praise and gratitude for the distinguished and memorable 
services you have rendered the country, and all the - 
ple give you affectionate welcome home, in which I join 
with all my heart. Your victory exal American valor 
and extended American authority. There was no flaw 
in your victory. There will be no faltering in maintain- 
ing it. (Great applause.) It gives me extreme pleasure 
and great honor, on behalf of all the people, to hand you 


this sword, the gift of the nation, voted by the Congress 
of the United States.” 

The President then handed to the Admiral the sword, 
bowing Geeply as he did so, and there was a roar of ap- 
plause as y received it. But the crowd was hushed 
to catch the Admiral’s reply, which was as follows: 
“I thank you, Mr. President, for this great honor that 
you have conferred upon me. I thank the Con for 
what it has done. I thank the Secretary of the Nav? 
for his gracious words. I thank my countrymen for 
beautiful gift, which shall be an heirloom my family 
forever, as au evidence that republics are act ungrate- 
ful, and I thank you, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of 
the committee, for the gracious, cordial and kindly wel- 
come which you ners Ste me to my home.” 

The Peres “The Star Spangled Banner,” and 
then Cardinal Gibbons pronoun the benediction. 

While the police were forcing the crowd back to give 
a clear passageway for the troops to pass in review 
there were demands from the crowd to “hold up the 
sword.” Admiral Dewey lifted it, and then it was ra 
again by one of the commitfeemen. Upon the latter 
putti t down Admiral Dewey at the request of a 
tographer perched on a stepladder near by, held the 
sword in both hands while the camera was sna “ 

The sword, which is entirely of 22-carat gold, except 
the steel blade and the body of its scabbard, is damas- 
cened with this inscription: 

“The gift of the nation to Rear Admiral George 
Dower, J, S. N., in memory of the victory at Man 
Bay, May 1, 1898.” 

Every part of the vere that would admit of it has 
been embellished, here Vermont’s coat of arms, there 
the arms of the United States, etc. 

In the evening President McKinley gave a dinner 
party in honor of the Admiral, and the White House 
record for such affairs was eclipsed. Covers were laid 
for more than 80 persons. The guests included the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet, the Governors of nine States, Jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court, some of the members of both 
houses of Congress, Army and Navy officers, and others. 
When Admiral Dewey arrived and passed inside with 
Lieuts, Brumby and Caldwell, he was enthusiastically 
cheered. Rear Adml. Schley received a similar ova- 


tion. The ests passed into the east room, ce 
they proceeded to the White House corridor, which 
served as the State dining room, the usual room being 


too small for the purpose. On the large colored 
screen back of the ~sident’s chair was hing the 
ident’s flag, and on the opposite side of the table, to the 
rear of Admiral Dewey's seat, was the four-starred blue 
flag of the Admiral of the Navy. 

ng the guests were Generals Miles, Merritt and 
Corbin, eon General Sternberg, Col . A. Z- 
ham. Rear Admis. Schley, Sampson, Sicard and 
Crowninshield, Capts. Lamberton and Mahan, Flag 
Lieut. Brumby, Flag Secretary Caldwell, Assistant Sec- 
retaries Cortelyou, Meikeljohn and Allen, and President 
J. G. Schurman, of Cornell University. 


NEW YORK MILITARY PARADE. 

The appearance of the troops taking part in the pa- 
rade of Saturday, Sept. 30, in New York, indicated that 
our State organizations have improved as a whole during 
the past two years, while there has been a corresponding 
deterioration relatively in the appearance of the Reg- 
ular troops. The compact, well organized, well drilled 
and thoroughly disciplined little Army we had at the 
outbreak of the Spanish war is no longer in existence. 
In its stead we have an Army of recruits, and the ef- 
ficiency of the commissioned force has somewhat lessened 
by the introduction of new elements. Give the Regular 
Army time, and the influence of professional knowledge 
and unremiting work for six days of the week instead of 
an occasional evening of armory practice will once more 
show itself. The difference between State troops and 
Regulars is not one between Volunteers and Regulars, 
for all of the troops we call into the field are volunteers, 
but between professional and non-professional ideas and 
training. As it is now, our State troops, under the in- 
fluence of war, have parted with their militia concep- 
tions of service to some extent, and are realizing what 
is most essential to the life of the soldier, but the Reg- 
ular Army no longer furnishes them to the extent it 
once did with a model and an example, as it will 
once more if Congress is wise enough to consider the 
fact that time and opportunity are required to make the 
trained soldier. Our new Army, for it is essentially a 
new one, has had neither. The jackies filled their char- 
acteristic role, winning applause for themeelves and 
bringing our gallant Navy still nearer to the hearts of 
the people. Naturally they were the heroes of the day, 
and even had they appeared less fit than they did they 
would still have drawn all eyes to them. 

The land parade was essentially a “Navy day,” and the 
multitudes on the streets, consequently, gave the greater 
amount of applause to the Navy men, the organiza- 
tious sharing equally with them being the 10th Pennsylva- 
nia, which recently returned from Manila and bore eyi- 
dence of its hard service, and the Cadet Corps from the 
Military Academy, which looked as fine as usual. The 

rade was in command of Major General Charles F. 

oe, of the New York Guard, who deserves great credit 
for the manner in which he handled the Army of pa- 
raders. At the Worth monument the parade was re- 
viewed by Admiral Dewey and other officers of the fleet. 
The start was made from Grant's tomb at 11.20 a. m. 

Following the General and his staff came Sousa’s 
band, at the head of a battalion of sailors and marines 
from the Olympia, in command of Lieut. Comdr. G. P. 
Colvocoresses, U. 8. N. Then followed Admiral George 
Dewey and other officers and guests in carria as 
given in the Army and Navy Journal of Sept. 30, page 
105, with these additions: 

Carriage 20—Pennsylvania: Gov. W. A. Stone, Adjutant 
General, and N. O. Panning and Frank C. Loveland. 

Carriage 21—New Jersey: Gov. F. H. Voorhees, Adjutant 
General, and William J. wall and A. 8. 3

LATEST FROM MANILA. 


Further details of the capture of Porac show that two 
battalions of the 9th Infantry, one gun from the 3d Ar- 
tillery and a detachment of engineers, under command 
of General Wheeler and Col. Liscum, left Santa Rita 
Sept. 28, and marched northwest toward Porac, which 
the rebels occupied. The 36th Infantry, Troop B of the 
4th Cavalry, one gun of the 3d Artillery, under Capt. 
Charles W. Hobbs, and a detachment of engineers under 
Lieut. W. P. Wooten, left San Antonio in the same di- 
rection at the same time. The two commands met a few 
miles from Porac and combined in a movement against 
the rebel forces there. General MacArthur was in com- 
mand. There was a running fight, but the American 
troops marched steadily forward in the hot sun, crossing 
eight streams and driving the enemy before them. At 
9.30 o'clock, after marching six and one-half miles, Porac 
was reached and captured. The enemy was strongly en- 
trenched, but made a weak resistance, being somewhat 
taken by surprise. The Americans had five men wound- 
ed. The enemy’s loss is not known. A Captain and 
Commissary of General Mascardo’s army were among 
the papencss captured. 

While this movement was being made from the south 
a large part of the rebel force was kept engaged by our 
divisions at and near Angeles, to the northeast of Porac. 
Lieut. William L. Kenly opened fire to the left of the 





railroad near Angeles with two cannon and one 
Hotchkiss un, shelling the insurgent trenches at 
a range of 1,200 yards. Lieut. Bridges with two arm- 


ored cars shelled the trenches to the right of the track 
with a Hotchkiss and a Gatling gun. The insurgents 
stampeded to the eastward and entered extensive en- 
trenchments, from which they opened fire on a battalion 
of the 22d Infantry under Maj. Baldwin, which had 
crossed the river under cover of a heavy fire from the 
artillery. The 22d advanced 100 gore beyond the river 
and engaged a large force of Filipinos in the trenches 


The 22d afterward returned to An- 
geles without having suffered any casualties. The artil- 
a” ' continued firing until 8 o’clock. 

uring this firing General Wheaton, with the 12th 
Regiment, a battalion of the 17th and four guns of the 
1st Artillery, left Angeles and was enabled to get four 
miles to the west, the move being successfully masked. 
The majority of the insurgents in front of Angeles had 
congregated to the northeast, expecting an attack from 
that point. A small squad of the American advance guard 
under Brigade Surg. J. Shiels encountered 150 insurgents 
leaving Porae and dispersed them. Wheaton’s column 
then proceeded three miles further on to Monabang, 
where another small party of insurgents were encoun- 
tered and dispersed. The column then turned to the 
right to Dolores, three miles north of Porac. A company 
of the 17th Infantry, under command of Lieut. Morrow, 
captured nine prisoners and eight rifles. Successful pur- 
suit of the insurgents was impossible, owing to the fact 
that the grass was twelve feet high in some places. The 
enemy escaped at several places between our divisions, 
MacArthur's from the south and Wheaton’s from the 
north, because it was impossible in the thick grass to 
completely surround them as had been planned. The 
American column afterward returned to Angeles. A 
new base of operations has now been secu and the 
eenaey on the left flank has been completely cleared of 
rebels. 

Sept. 30 was an eventful day with the northern out- 
posts of the American Army at Angeles. Early in the 
morning the Filipino Peace Commission appeared. The 
American prisoners followed. Then a commission of 
three Spaniards, to negotiate for the release of their 
prisoners, departed up the railroad, with a retinue of 
servants and buffalo carts carrying their baggage. At 
San Fernando the train carrying the Commission and 
prisoners to Manila met a _— carrying Maj. Gen. 
Otis and Generals Lawton, Bates and Schwan to An- 
geles, on a tour of inspection. The American prisoners 
were Corp. Otto Scheu and Pvts. Albert Rubeck, Otto 
Wagner and Peter Rollings, all of the 3d Infantry, cap- 
tured near Balinag on July 28; Joseph Macidrath, James 
Boyle, William Miller, John Crinshaw, Thomas Daly 
and Eli Drew, of the 16th Infantry, captured at Caloo- 
can on Aug. 8; Paul Spillano and Louis Ford, of the 4th 
Infantry; Charles Wilander, a discharged 3d Artillery- 
man, captured by bandits while boating near Malabon, 
and George Graham, colored, an orderly of the 16th 
Infantry, who was put off a train near Malolos and im- 


mediately captured.

The 
file of barefoot Filipino soldiers curiously surveyed the 
line of stalwart American sentinels, whose physique 
was in marked contrast with the little brown men, who 
looked too small for their guns. The Commissioners 
and prisoners forded the river, dismounted and saluted. 

General MacArthur’s first auety was for Lieut. Gil- 
more’s party, and General Alejandrino replied vaguely 
that they were “in the north.” Gen. MacArthur asked 
if they would be released, and General Alejandrino said: 
“T must consult with my government before answering.” 
The prisoners unanimously praised their treatment. One 
man said: “We have been given the best the country 
afforded, fine houses for quarters, servants, good food, 
plenty of wine and a money allowance. Aguinaldo vis- 
ited us and shook hands. Three of the boys refused 
to shake hands with him.” Judging from the stories of 
the prisoners, they have been lionized by the people. 
They report that five sailors, survivors of Nava! Cadet 
Wood’s party, arrived safely at Tarlac. 

The released soldiers say the idea of independence has 
taken firm hold of the Filipinos, and they threaten, if 
conquered, to exterminate the Americans by assassina- 
tion. Aguinaldo seemed popular among all the people 
the prisoners met. The country, they found, is full of 
rich crops. - All the prisoners have stories of interesting 
experiences. Those captured at Caloocan were marched 
along the railroads at night through towns occupied by 
the Americans. While Aguinaldo offered to release only 
the prisoners in Tarlac, there was great disappoimtment 
it the fact that Lieut. Gilmore’s party failed to arrive. 

The insurgents along the Bacoor road attacked the 
\merican troops under Brig. Gen. Frederick Grant Oct. 
» They were repulsed with heavy loss. Our casualties 
were five. 

The naval expedition to destroy the town of Orani in 
retaliation for the sinking of the gunboat Urdaneta., 
was put im charge of Comdr. Charles C. Cornwell, and 
consisted of the gunboats Petrel, Helena and Mindora. 
The gunboat Concord has gone to Lloilo and the gun 
boat Bennington to the Lingayen Gulf. The U. 8. 8. 
Charleston will patrol the east coast of Luzon for six 
weeks, 

The three days’ attack of the insurgents on the Amer 
iean troops in various parts of the island, during which 
one officer and a private were killed and eleven privates 
wounded, had its sequel Oct. 3, when General Frederick 
Grant advanced from Imus to Bacoor. The 13th Infan- 
try from Pasay and two companies of the 14th from 
Paranaque were forwarded to Zapote and Bacoor. 
Strong garrisons wee left behind on account of the 
number of rebels in the surrounding country. General! 
Lawton, with five companies of marines, four companies 
of the 14th Infantry and a troop of the 4th Cavalry 
under command of Col. Daggett, drove the insurgents up 
the Imus road and crossed the river. Meanwhile three 
companies of the 4th Infantry advanced from an oppo- 
site direction on Imus, and by 8 o’clock the island be- 
tween Bacoor and Imus and the river banks were clear 
of rebels. One American officer and a private were 
wounded. General Grant is still chasing the enemy. 
The bodies of 28 dead insurgents were found in one 
trench. Three companies of the 13th Infantry reinforced 
the garrison at Imus. 

A despatch from Negros reports that Capt. Poore, with 
a company of the 6th Infantry, attacked the rebels at 
Labun. ‘wenty of the enemy were killed and 5,000 
Mauser and 1,000 Remington cartridges captured, in ad- 
dition to twelve rifles and some supplies of foodstuffs. 
One American officer was killed and one officer and threv 
privates wounded. 

The Filipino Commissioners had an interview with 
Maj. Gen, Otis Oct. 1. The conference lasted an hour. 
The Commissioners made the usual attempt to obtain 
recognition of the so-called Filipino Congress, but this 
was refused; when the Commissioners left the Hotel 
Oriente for a drive, the plaza in front of the hotel was 
crowded with natives, and when the envoys appeared 
they were enthusiastically cheered. 

The town of Paranaque was attacked by a force of in- 
surgents at midnight of Oct. 4 anc. set on fire. Two com- 
panies of the 14th Infantry, under command of Major 
Daggett, repulsed the enemy. The Americans suffered 
no casualties. The fire was not extinguished until sev 
eral buildings had been destroyed. 

The transport Warren arrived at Manila Oct. 5 with 
the recruits for the three skeleton regiments raised in the 
Philippines—Col. Bell's 36th Infantry, Col. Wallace's 
37th Infantry and the 11th Cavalry, commanded by Col. 
Lockett. Col. Moore, of the 22d Regiment, was in charge 
of the recruits. 


DIVISION OF CUBA. 
Report by Major Genera! John R. Brooke 

We have received the report of Maj. Gen. John 
RK. Brooke, Commanding Division of Cuba, with the ac- 
companying reports of his staff officers and of Generals 
Wilson, Lee, Ludlow, Wood and Carpenter, department 
commanders, The reports of Generals Ludlow and Wood 
we have already published. In hie report General 
Brooke says: 

“At 12 o’clock noon, on Jan. 1, 1899, accompanied by 
my staff and a number of Cuban Generals, I proceeded 
'o the palace of the Spanish Governor-General, where 
the relinquishment of Spanish sovereignty in Cuba was 
formally made to the United States Evacuation Com- 
mission, which immediately transferred to the Military 
Governor of Cuba, in the name of the United States, the 
sovereignty thus relinquished. 

“The Spanish troops finished the evacuation of the 
‘ity of Havana at this time, and the Spanish Captain 
“eneral proceeded immediately after the ceremonies of 
relinquishment on board a ship for Matanzas, where 
some 15,000 Spanish soldiers were concentrated and 
ready te embark for Spain. On_accomplishing this, the 
Captain General proceeded to Cienfuegos, where some 
5.000 Spanish troops were assembled to embark for 
their native land. 

“The formal and complete evacuation of the Island 
of Cuba by the Spanish Army was accomplished on 
Feb. 6, 1899. It was found necessary, shortly after my 
tssumption of command, in order to maintain discipline, 
'o divide the territory of the island into geographical de- 
partments. The military conditions were much benefited 
thereby. On March 1, 1899. the transfer of the Volun- 
feer organizations to the United States commenced with 
the departure of the 23d Kansas Volunteer Infantry, 
ind was finally completed on May 25 by the departure 
of the 24 Immunes from the Province of Santiago, reg- 
ilar troops being sent over in the meantime to replace 








not speakin 
similar to those of the American soldiers, has been gen- 
erally good, sustaining the reputation of their native 
country. They have cheerfully borne the restrictions 
necessarily imposed upon them since the advent of the 
sickly season, and with the exception of Santiago and 
Puerto Principe, there have been but sporadic cases of 
yellow fever. In some it is traceable to the indiscretion 
of the soldier attacked, and in others, where the men 
were exemplary in their habits, its source has been a 
mystery. us far, with the exception of the cases at 
the two points mentioned, we can say there has been, 
practically, no yellow fever among the troops. 

“Byery effort has been made to provide suitable shelter 
in safe places for the troops, and wherever Spanish bar- 
racks have been used, they have been thoroughly ren- 
ovated and disinfected. In many places where the Span- 
ish barracks have not been sufficiently large to ade 
quately accommodate the troops stationed at such points. 
new shelters have been erected. The unfortunate delay 
in the arrival of material has prevented the entire com- 
yletion of the shelter planned at Pinar del Rio, Guana- 
jay. Camp Columbia, and the cantonment east of Ca 
banas Fortress; but this is progressing as rapidly as the 
material is received. Fortunately, the weather has been 
in our favor and no sickness has resulted, as yet, from 
the delay. 

“I desire to call particular attention to the enormous 
amount of work done by the staff officers in Cuba, which 
has been successfully performed, in all cases, so far as 
I am informed, In fact, the military part of our duty 
in Cuba is comparatively but little trouble, it being 
performed by professional officers, well versed in their 
duties, and there has been very little infraction of dis- 
cipline. It is the civil part of our duties, such as san- 
itation, which covers a wide field, and the supervision 
and management of civil affairs, which covers a still 
wider field, that has been difficult and caused great 
labor. This, however, will be treated in a special report 
on civil affairs. Attention is invited to the reports of 
the Commanding Generals of Departments and to the 
officers of my Staff, in which will be found the details 
of the service under their respective commands and su- 
pervision, and especially to the remarks of the Adjutant 
General of the Division in regard to clothing and équip- 
ment of the Army in Cuba, in which I concur. 

It seems scarcely necessary, after the experiences of 
the past eighteen (18) months, to urge the necessity of a 
reorganization of our Army. The matter of Army or- 
ganization has been urged for many years without effect. 
What could have been accomplished with a well organ- 
ized Army of 100, men was exemplified by the bat- 
tles around Santiago in June and July, 1898. 

“I desire to express my appreciation of the able as- 
sistance rendered me by the several Department Com- 
manders, and particularly by my Staff officers, in the 
transaction of the military portion of our duties in the 
Division of Cuba, and to invite attention to the accom- 
panying reports.

DEPARTMENT OF MATANZAS, 

Brigadier James H. Wilson, U. 8S. V., commanding the 
Department of Matanzas and Santa Clara, calls special 
attention to the fact that during the movement of his 
corps, the First, from Kentucky to Georgia, and from 
the latter place to Cuba, the health of the command 
continued remarkably good. He says: For this satisfac- 
tory result, I am greatly indebted to the Division Com- 
manders, Maj. Gen. John C. Bates, Maj. Gen. William 
Ludlow, and Brig. Gen. Joseph P. Sanger. who succeeded 
sisted of the determination of civil questions. By the 
General Ludlow in command of the 2d Division. Great 
credit is also due to Lieut. Col. J. B. Aleshire, Chief 
Q. M., for the admirable management of his department, 
which enabled these changes to be made without fric- 
tion or the loss of life or property, and with the greatest 
regularity and promptitude. General Sanger command- 
ed the District of Matanzas from Jan. 183 to May 23. 
His administration thereof was eminently successful, 
and it affords me pleasure to make this public acknow!l- 


edgment of the value of his services. He has shown 
very great ability in the instruction of his command in 
laying out his camps, and in devising measures for their 
sanitary regulation. 

At the present time the troops are comfortably quar- 
tered, some of them in barracks formerly occupied by the 
Spanish troops, and others in frame buildings Which have 
been erected for the purpose, and which, althouch cheap 
and of a temporary nature. are quite comfortable. 

The number of officers absent on various duties from 
the regiments serving in this department seriously af 
fects the instruction and efficiency of these regiments. 
The officers in the Regular establishment should be ma- 
terially increased. This subject deserves the serious 
consideration of Congress. 

It has been necessary to detach many officers for work 
of a civil nature, and those duties, often of the most 
delicate character, have been performed in a manner 
which reflects credit upon the officers concerned and 
upon the country they serve. They have thereby con- 
tributed in no small degree to render their employment 
in a strictly military capacity unnecessary. 

So far as the climatic conditions and the nature of the 
country in the vicinity of the various camps and bar- 
racks permitted, military instruction has received due at- 
tention, 

The various military posts, as well as the cities 
throughout the Department, have been thoroughly in- 
spected by officers of the Inspector General's Depart- 
ment. Weekly reports are required from the several 
post commanders which keep these Headquarters in- 
formed as to their special needs, and the existing sani- 
tary conditions. 

The behavior of onr troops has been generally excel- 
lent. Whatever friction has occurred has been due to 
the fact that some of our less intelligent soldiers and our 
camp followers (teamsters, packers, etc.) came here with- 
out a proper conception of our friendly and conciliatory 
mission, and with the idea of Americanizing the coun 
try and imposing their ways and wishes too much in 
the manner of conquerors. 

While there have been a good many court martials of 
enlisted men, generally for minor offences due in a 
great measure to the large number of recruits in the 
early part of the year, when the Volunteers were occu- 
pying the island, the work of the Judge Advocate has 
largely consisted of the determination of civil questions. 
By close application the present Judge Advocate has 
made himself familiar with the local laws; and has con- 
ducted his office in an eminently satisfactory manner, 

Owing to the complete tranquillity, it has not been 
necessary to scatter the troops to any great extent, and 
the most constant care has been exercised from the be-

Early in the season grave fears were entertained that 
an epidemic of yellow fever would break out in Cien- 
fu but constant and intelligent labor on the t 
of the Post mmandery Lieut. Col. Domoney pnd 
Bowman, of the 2d U. 8. Inf., assisted by Maj. Hyse 
Surg., U. 8. V., Sanitary Inspector, and with the cor- 
dial support of the municipal authorities, this dread dis- 
ease has so far been prevented. This result is most 
creditable to all who have been charged with the sani- 
tation of the city. 

While the health of the troops in this Department has 


been exceptionally good, there can be no question that 
this, in a great measure, is the result of the thorough 
sanitary regulations which have been enfo: and Gen. 


his full appreciation of the 
constant attention given to this important subject, by 
Maj. Frank J. Ives, Chief Surg., and by all the officers 
connected with this important work. 

In the matter of clothing, great difficulty has been ex- 
perienced in obtaining khaki uniforms. e troops of 
this Department are not yet 7 supplied. He strongly 
recommends that all barracks which can be conveniently 
lighted by electricity, be so lighted. Lamps are objec- 
tionable on account of the heat they throw out, and be- 
cause of the prevailing high winds. 

The Quartermaster’s partment has at times been 
hard pressed by the amount of work devolving — it, 
and has had to work its clerks and office force in and 
out of hours, but has su ed in meeting the extra- 
ordinary demand upon it. Maj. George 8. Cartwright, 
the Depot Quartermaster, at Matanzas, has worked un- 
remittingly and has successfully hand all the work 
that has come his way. These three officers have dis- 
played the highest character and ability in the perform- 
ance of their various duties. 

The affairs of the Subsistence Department under the 
management of Maj, E. F Taggart, and of his suecessor, 
Capt. M. R. Peterson, Commy., U. 8. A., Chief Com- 
missaries of the Departmen, have been managed in a 
most satisfactory manner. e principal, and in fact al- 
most the only cause of complaint, has arisen from the 
uncertainty and insufficiency of the ice supply. The 
work properly belonging to the Subsistence rtment 
has been greatly increased by the demand made upon it 
to supply food for the destitute. 

Many surveys, examinations and reports, and several 
important improvements have been made under the direc- 
tion of the Chief Engineer of the Department, Lieut. Col. 
(now Captain) John Biddle, U. 8. Corps of Engrs., who 
speaks highly of the work pond a Battalion of the 
Sd cS Jol. Engrs., which arrived at his place on Dec. 

The water supply of many of the important cities is a 
most difficult subject to handle satisfactorily. In most 
towns it comes from wells or cisterns. 

The manner in which the 4. Service, under the 
direction of Lieut, Col, (now ptain) Samuel Reber, 
has been performed at these Headquarters is entirely 
satisfactory. 

The Cubans have received us everywhere, and at all 
times, with every evidence of friendship, and in most 
localities with a cordiality that indicates genuine grati- 
tude. The Cuban Army has given no trouble; it main- 
tained order until relieved of the responsibility, Its 
members had generally been disbanded and gone to work 
before the United States sent out its paymasters with 
the money allotted to them from the Treasury. One 
newspaper at Cienfuegos, claiming to speak for the 
Cuban Army, but actually the mouthpiece of a few dis- 
satisfied officers, has been at times incendiary in its ut- 
terances, but the Department is absolutely tranquil, life 
and property are safe, and there is probably less crime 
and disorder here than any State of the Union 

It is asserted that it was the settled policy of the in- 
surgent leaders to drive the Spanish from the country by 
destroying the improvements and all sources of revenue, 
so as to render the island worthless, and that they con- 
fidently expected to accomplish this before the United 
States should intervene. 

The roads have been so long neglected that they are 
nearly useless, There are in Santa Clara 272 miles of 
standard gauge railroad, and in Matanzas 445 miles. 
The soil of the two provinces is generally fertile, and 
under favorable economic conditions will support a densc 
population. The climate is similar to what it is generally 
in spring and summer in the United States. e rain- 
fall has not been great enongh at any time to interfere 
with far 1 Rp eirege e area of the Department 
is about 12, square miles, and the 4 epee as near 
as it can be obtained, is 500,000, ne complete re- 
habilitation of these two provinces finally hinges upon 
the re-establishment of agriculture and cattle raising. 
Loans from the Insular Treasury should be made ay 
to the small farmers and planters, or indirectly throug 
an agricultural bank, secured by chattel mortgages. 

In Santa Clara 22,000 widows and 36,000 orphans were 
left helpless and in Matanzas 12,000 widows and 22,000 
orphans. The number of sick reqairing shelter and care 
is also very large, due to the weakness caused by starva- 
tion and exposure, and consequent susceptibility to dis- 


ease. The issue of rations to the destitute has been 
rapidly decreasing, and it is believed that it can be soon 
entirely suspend The sanitation of the cities has been 
push with unremitting energy, first by the Military 


Commanders and latterly by the Alcaldes, still under the 
supervision of line officers and surgeons of our Army. 

In the reorganization of the State the greatest care 
cone be taken in the selection of persons for judicial 
offices. 

A condition of complete tranquillity continues to wi. 
vail in the provinces under the command of General Wil- 
son. The disorders are no ter than might oecur in 
any well governed country. They are mainly due to pov- 
erty and want, or to a lack of table occupation for 
the people. The remedy for this is obviously the relief 
of agriculture and industry, and the re-establishment of 
commerce on a profitable y 

General Wilson says: “The feeling of unrest in these 
two provinces is due mainly to the suspicion that we do 
not intend to live up to the voluntary pledge contained 
in the Joint Resolution of Intervention. This feeling is 
perhaps on the increase, and is encouraged by poli l 
agitators and newspapers. So far as I can discover, the 
Suban people in the Provinces of this De t are 
now as ready for self-government as they are likely to 
be at any time in the near future. It is my deliberate 
judgment that any other course will involve unnecessary 
delay, and will be accompanied by a further spepeene 
of that feeling of friendship and titude, w the 
Cuban ie now entertain towa nited

Art., is an officer of unusual ability, 
integrity and learning, and it is difficult to over-estimate 
the value of his services as Judge Advocate.

, “Governor Betancourt and Governor Gomez have 
shown themselves to be in every way worthy of their 
high positions, and on the assumption that when left free 
to choose for themselves the Cuban people will select 
such men as these for their highest offices, I see no rea- 
son why we may not confidently count upon their show- 
ing themselves fully capable to carrying on an orderly, 
enlightened and progressive local government, especially 
if the economic and commercial conditions of the island, 
and of its relations with the United States and the neigh- 
boring countries are arranged on a basis which will give 
it the advantages of its position and of its extraordinary 
natural resources.” 


ATTORNEY GENERAL’S OPINION. 

The opinion of Attorney General Griggs in the case 
of Oberlin M. Carter has been made public. It is too 
long and too technical a document for publication, but 
we give enough of it to show clearly the conclusions of 
the Attorney General. He says: 

No objection is made on behalf of the accused to the 
constitution or composition of the court, or as to its 
jurisdiction of the offence or the offender. 

The objections urged are: First—That the findings of 
the court as to those specifications upon which the de- 
fendant was found guilty were not justified 4! the evi- 
dence in the case, and that the accused should have been 
acquitted upon each and every one of them. Second— 
That the Judge Advocate in charge of the case improp- 
erly joined in the same prosecution different charges of 
an unconnected and incongruous nature, and proceeded 
to try the same at one trial and before one and thes 
same court, contrary to the law of the land. Third— 
That the court-martial, against the objection of the ac- 
cused, admitted illegal evidence on the part of the Gov- 
ernment. Fourth—That the court-martial, upon the ob- 
jection of the Judge Advocate, refused to admit in evi- 
dence certain material matters offered on behalf of the 
accused, the rejection of which prejudiced his rights. 

As to certain of the minor specifications of offence 
against the accused, upon which he was found guilty by 
the court-martial, id have come to the conclusion, after 
a careful examination of the evidence, that the facts 
proved did not justify, beyond a reasonable doubt, the 
finding of guilty. ese particular specifications are: 
Charge I1., specifications 7, 8, 9 and 10; Charge III., 
specifications 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 9, 11, 22. 

As to each and every one of these specifications, I am 
of the opinion that the evidence fails to show satisfac- 
torily fraudulent knowledge and purpose on the part of 
Capt. Carter, and that he should, on that ground, have 
been acquitted on these charges, and I therefore recom- 
mend that the findings of the court-martial, as to these 
particular specifications, be disapproved. I do not think 
the objection taken on behalf of the accused to the 
joinder of separate and incongruous charges in the same 
prosecution well founded. Military usage and procedure 
permit of an indefinite number of offences being charged 
and adjudicated together in one and the same proceeding. 

This practice appears to have been followed uniformly 
in court-martial proceedings, especially during the late 
Civil War. An instance is cited where in one case 61; 
different acts of offence were grou together in one 
proceeding. It is not necessary to discuss whether this 
practice is wise, or whether it is judicial to the rights 
of the accused. It my to established by long- 
continued practice, and, so far as I am able on investi- 
gation to discover, without previous chaHenge. Even if 
this objection were well-founded, which it is not, I doi 
not-think the accused should be allowed to avail himself 
of the objection now, because he ed to trial with- 
ont objection to this alleged misjoinder. 

Objection was made and strenuously urged by counsel 
on behalf of the accused to the admission by the court 
of evidence with relation to certain contracts and other 





of limitations, it being alleged that after such a plea 
effectively interposed, no evidence relating to the sub- 
ject matter of the transactions so barred was admissi- 


ie. 

The evidence thus objected to was not offered for the 
purpose of proving spent the accused the particular 
offence as to which he had interposed this protective 
plea, nor of having him declared guilty thereof, but for 
the purpose of showing the relation between the accused 
and the other alleged conspirators, the intent and motive 
of the accused and the other alleged conspirators, and 
their course and conduct with reference to matters of a 
nature similar to those, and in many respects connected 
with those, involved in the transaction under trial. For 
this purpose I think the evidence was admissible, and 
that no error was committed in that respect by the trial 
court. 

Other objections relate to the admission of evidence of 
conversations and acts of alleged co-conspirators antedat- 
ing the time of the particular conspiracy charged. 

t is well understood, as a rule of evidence in con- 
spiracy cases, that proof of the acts and declarations of 
an alleged conspirator may be introduced, and even 
though they may not be properly admissible at the time 
when introdu in evidence, because community of in- 
tent and design has not been established, yet if such evi- 
dence be received, the error may be cured by the subse- 
quent introduction of proof of the existence of the con- 
spiracy at the time the alleged declarations were made. 

Objection was strenuously made to the admission by 
the court of a letter writen by the witness Carter t» 
Capt. Gillette. I have doubts as to the propriety of this 
letter as evidence for any purpose, but I do not see how 
the admission of the letter, even if erroneous, could have 
oy affected the accused. 

am of opinion, in the first place, that the facts do not 
show such an unreasonable seizure of Carter’s private 
papers as is forbidden by the constitutional prohibition. 

n the second place, even if the seizure was unlawful, 
I think the accused practically consented to the use sub- 
sequently made of the papers, although it is true that 
he tried to withdraw that consent prior to the use of 
the papers as evidence. In the third place, conceding 
that the seizure was unlawful and was not acquiesced in 
by the defendant, yet that did not render the papers in- 
competent to be offered and used in evidence in the case. 

These are the most prominent objections to admitted 
evidence urged before me by Capt. Carter's counsel. 
There are others, similar in nature, presented in the 
briefs, which I do not deem it necessary to particularly 
refer to, as none of them is any stronger or any better 
founded in law than those which I have already dis- 
cussed. It is sufficient to say that I find in the record 
no illegal evidence admitted by the court which could 
reasonably be supposed to have worked an injury to the 
accused, and it is a well understood principle of law as 
administered by the civil courts, even in criminal cases, 
that no judgment should be reversed in a court of error 
when the error complained of works no injury to the 
party against whom the ruling’ was made. 

Nor do I find that the court erred in refusing to admit 
in evidence any of the matters offered in behalf of the 
accused on the trial and by the court excluded. 

I find, therefore, in the record no such error of the 
court in the admission or rejection of testimony as has 
worked or was liable to work any injuryy to the accused, 
and have the honor to advise you that on these grounds 
there is no reason to disturb the findings of the court. 

If it be shown that what others did from careless- 
ness or incapacity or in pursuance of long-established 
custom, he did with a criminal purpose; that he took 
advantage of bad customs, or loose regulations, or insuf- 
ficient official supervison in the Department, in order to 
facilitate the assignment ‘to his friends of fraudulent 
contracts, and to arrange for the collection of fraudu- 
lent profits resulting therefrom, to be subsequently di- 
vided among the conspirators and himself, then he is 
guilty; and the fact that his brother officers have prac- 
ticed more or less the criticizable methods followed by 
him, has no force whatever as excuse or explanation. 

In October, 1890, Capt. Carter married the daughter 
of Robert F. Westcott, of New York City, a man of con- 
siderable wealth, but just how much it does not appear. 
In 1891 he was receiving a Captain’s pay of $252.67 per 
month. Beginning with the year 1891 and continuing’ 
down to 1897, his personal expenditures increased at a 
very rapid rate. For 1891 they were $6,047.88: 1892, 
$8,356.24; for 1893, $14,569.14; for 1894, $14,410.31; for 
1895, $20,113.92; for 1896, $29,611.67. It is conceded 
that at the time of his marriage, Capt. Carter was pos- 
sessed of no real or personal property worthy of mention. 

In October, 1895, his holdings had increased to $378,- 
00, par value, the market value being $463,000, produc- 
ing an annual income of $22,435. From October, 1895, 
to November, 1896, the amount of his holdings seemed to 
remain stationary. During that period there were only 
a few small payments made to the contractors at Savan- 
nah, probably not more than $36,077.45. In the year 
1896 there was deposited to Carter’s credit over $25,000, 
derived from interest coupons and dividends collected on 
securities which he had control of. The possession of this 
large amount of securities, accumulated in so short a pe- 
riod, required from Capt. Carter an explanation, and 
he attempted to give one. It is then shown that the 
explanation that the money came from Mr. Westcott, the 
father-in-law of Carter, is entirely unsatisfactory. 

If this explanation given by Capt. Carter is true, then 
it exonerates him. But on the face of it, it is an unusual 
and improbable story. It was incumbent upon him for 
his own protection to sustain it by all attainable testi- 
mony. If Mr. Westcott, the alleged donor, had come 
upon the witness stand and corroborated the story, it 
would probably have been sufficient, but he did not 


If it be true, as contended, that Mr. Westcott had 
such an extravagant affection and regard for his son-in- 
law as to induce him to confide to him so great a trust. 
and to make him the donee of such large sums of money, 
then the natural suggestion would be that he would be 
interested intensely in the result of the trial in which 
the honor, as well as the liberty, of his son-in-law was 
involved. One would naturally think that a father-in- 
law so regardful of his son-in-law’s interests would be 
quick to rush to his defence, and by his oath to add’ 
confirmation to the story, which, if true. would exeul- 
pate him from these serious charges. 

It is said that Capt. Carter made great efforts to 
secure the attendance of Mr. Westcott as a_ wit- 
ness, but there is no proof of it. There is no evidence 
that he wrote him or requested him in any wise to ap- 
pear as a witness before the court-martial. The infer- 
ence is that his testimony would not have benefited 
Capt. Carter if he had appeared. Such is the irresistible 
conclusion, and, therefore, finding that the one witness 
in all the world who could have created conviction in the 
minds of the court as to the truth of this extraordinary 
story withholds himself, and that there is no satisfac- 
tory evidence that the defendant made any exertion to 
produce him, we must conclude that his testimony would 
not have been useful. It is also noteworthy that West- 
cott canceled the power of attorney which Carter held 


in-law is given to show that they were on a strict busi. 
ness basis, and do not indicate the tender affection an, 
lavish generosity claimed to have been bestowed by Mr. 
Westcott upon his son-in-law. 

The testimony does not strike me as that of a map 
possessed of a clear idea of the truth and determined ;, 
tell it, but rather as a clever evasion of one who is ey. 
deavoring artificially to account for the possession ; 
moucys derived from some other source. 

There are other circumstances in the proofs which ar. 
suspicious. I have heretofore referred to the fact tha; 
many of the checks paid to these contractors were ¢9j- 
lected in cash over the counter of the Sub- sury. No 
reason for this unusual course is suggested. It is to be 
further noted that Carter was present in New York oy 
July 6, 1897, when the large checks were delivered t, 
Gaynor on that date, and that he was on many other o¢. 
casions, from 1892 to 1897, present in New York whe, 
payments were made to the contractors. 

‘arter’s statement of the gold certificates contained j, 
Mr. Westcott’s safe deposit box, to the amount of oye; 
$100,000, is such an extraordinary story, and so incop. 
sistent with the methods of a business man, such as Mr. 
Westcott is testified to be, that it oweseere credulity. 
If that money was there in a box to which Capt. Carter 
had access, it is more probable that he put it there. 
using this means to withhold temporarily from his ow) 
bank account large sums which he had received fron 
other sources. Such a device as that would be entirely 
consistent with the theory of fraud and concealment 
which is maintained by the prosecution. Capt. Carter js 
admittedly a shrewd and clever man, and it is apparent 
from an examination of these accounts that he has re. 
sorted to various devices to cover up his tragks and con- 
ceal the true character of his transactions. The cov- 
clusion is forced upon the mind that Capt. Carter, during 
these years from 1892 to 1897, had enriched himself ty 
a large degree in some manner not accounted for by his 
own testimony. 

CARTER’S CASE IN COURT. 

The hearing on the writ of habeas corpus for the pro- 
duction in court of ex-Captain Oberlin M. Carter came 
on before Judge Lacombe in the United States Circuit 
Court, New York City, Oct. 4. Carter was brought into 
court in charge of Captain Roberts and an artillery cor- 
poral. The “Sun” said: “He was the handsomest man 
in the room. He is tall and of good figure. His hair, the 
least bit gray, was parted in the middle. His eyes are 


blue and a brown mustache droops over his mouth. He 
wore a light gray suit, low tan shoes, a high turn-over 





collar, a black satin bow tie and a lavender colored shirt. 


—_ was tanned and he seemed to be in excellent 
ealth.” 

The argument of Abram J. Rose, counsel for Carter, 
was that the four counts on which Carter had been con- 
victed were practically one, being all based on the allega- 
tion that he had caused money to be paid out on Govern- 
ment contracts upon fictitious and fraudulent accounts, 
and that but one punishment could be imposed. 

Admitting the conclusions of the court-martial to be 
correct, the counsel argued, that body had authority to 
dismiss from the service under Article 61, to degrade un- 
der Article 100, and to fine or to imprison under Article 
Nes but not both to fine and to imprison as has been done 

ere. 

Lieut. Col. Clous, Judge Advocate General, Depart- 
ment of the Kast, replied in substance as follows: Courts- 
martial, when jurisdiction over the person and the of- 
fence is known, which is not denied in this case, have 
power to adjudicate conclusively whatsoever they have 
power to adjudicate at all. This general principle, appli- 
cable to all courts of final jurisdiction, has been applied 
by the Supreme Court of the United States to the judg- 
ments of courts-martial. If a court-martial has jurist 
diction, errors in its exercise, if any, cannot be reviewed 
in habeas corpus proceedings. 

Having determined by its findings that the accused 
was guilty of two separate and distinct violations of the 
60th Article of War, of “conduct unbecoming an officer 
and a gentleman,” and of ‘‘conduct to the prejudice of good 
order and military discipline,” it became the duty of the 
court to sentence the accused in accord with the penaltie 
mentioned in the respective Articles of War. ‘or each 
of the violations of the 60th Article of War fine and im- 
prisonment could be imposed, and it is not illegal to im- 
pose fine for one and imprisonment for the other. Con- 
victions under the 60th Article of War make dismissal 
mandatory, and the finding of guilty of embezzlement in 
violation of Sec. 5488 Revised Statutes, “to the prejudi: 
of good order and military discipline,” sonulteal the im 
position of discretionary punishment on the rt of the 
court, or by consulting the penalty clause of Sec. 548 
Revised Statutes, the awarding of fine or imprisonmen 
or both. To hold that the court-martial could not punis 
the accused for the various offences of which he was con 
victed is to regard the solemn judgment of the court as ‘ 
nullity in its most important particulars. Col. Clous 
invited the attention of the court to a number of cas 
adjudicated in the courts of the country and to the dif 
ferent treatises on military law in respect to the practi 
and procedure of courts-martial. The accused was re 
manded to the custody of the military authorities pendin 
the decision of the court in the matter. 

Judge Lacombe reserved his decision.

precautions, they should incur sickness or disease. A» 
there has been no case of yellow fever here. In the let 
ter from this place, appearing in the Journal of Sei 
tember 23, allusion was made to “royal palaces” whe! 
it should have been “royal palms.” 

So much bad blood has n stirred up in Cuba )S 
the flying of Spanish flags on feast days and Sunday 
that the Secretary of State has prepared an order f 
General Brooke’s signature, prohibiting the flying of 
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foreign flags. The feeling between the Cubans and 
Spaniards continues exceedingly bitter. 

General Ludlow’s action in the recent Havana strike 
has brought out much favorable comment. The news- 
paper “La Lucha,” which is generally antagonistic to 
the policy of the military government, says: “General 
Ludlow’s summing up of the situation was superb. The 
prompt suspension of the strike proved the necessity 
of his action. For weeks the situation had grown worse. 
The civil authorities were apparently unable to cope 
with it, and consequently his supersession of the civil 
power was absolutely justified. As soon as the strikers 
saw that they were face to face with a determined man 
they decided to return to work at once.” 

General Brooke has ordered all the Lag veers lines 
formerly under the control of the Spanish Government 
to take instructions from the United States Signal Corps. 

Some idea of the work involved in straightening out 
the affairs of Porto Rico may be gleaned from the 
statisties received from the superintendents of the va- 
rious districts throughout the island regarding the ef- 
fects of the recent hurricane. The figures are as fol- 
lows: Population, 916,894; indigent poor, 291,098; sick, 
11,858; dead as the result of the hurricane (first relia- 
ble figures), 2,619; number of men working for food, 
11.713; rations issued each week, 293,147. 

Only $2,600,000 of the $3,000,000 devoted to paying 
the Cuban solders has been expended, and $400,06 
will be returned to the National Treasury. The work 
is now completed. 

The President of the Board of Charities for Porto 
Rico, has made an offer to the planters to furnish food 
for the peons on condition that the planters shall build 
houses and allot small plots of ground to the peons. 
Many of the planters have accepted the proposition. 
The distribution of supplies will cease in the districts 
of San Juan and Guayama to-morrow. In the coast 
districts they will be shut off in two weeks. 

No new transports have been chartered within the 
past week. Col. Bird, of the Transportation Department 
of the Army, has given orders suspending negotiations 
for the chartering of vessels until further arrangements 
are made for the transportation of troops. General Otis, 
in a recent despatch to the War Department, explained 
that the horses and mules would not be n in the 
lhilippines so rapidly as at first expected, and that it 
will not be necessary to charter more ships to bring them 
over, but that vessels now in Manila can return in 
plenty of time with the animals needed. It has been 
decided to use the City of Para in the transportation 
of a thousand men of the first ten Volunteer Regiments 
instead of holding her for use in transporting some of 
the second ten regiments. She will probably leave in 
a few days. The Mananeuse and the Olympia, two 
smaller ships, will be transferred to the schedule for the 
additional regiments, taking the place of the City of 
Para. The following statement shows the condition of 
the animal transportation: Of the 2,161 animals origi- 
nally ordered to be transported 1,291 have already been 
sent to Manila on the Siam, Leelanaw, Centennial and 
Aztec, and tne two vessels last named are to return 
with 559 more. This leaves 316 still awaiting trans- 
portation. Aside an additional 1,000, it has been decided 
to send the Benmohr, due at San Francisco October 5, 
with 300, the Westminster, due October 6, 390 and the 
Centennial, due November 11, 300. This leaves 266 for 
which the Flintshire, which can carry 400 is available. 
She is due at San Francisco, November 29. The Cone- 
mangh (275), Wyefield (140), Centennial, on last_ trip 
(300), may be used for forwarding animals from Hono- 
lulu to Manila. 

Orders were telegraphed from the War Department on 
Oct. 5 directing the 39th and 46th Volunteer regiments 
to proceed to Manila. The 39th Inf. will go to Van- 
couver from Fort Crook, Neb., for embarkation, and the 
{Gth Inf. to the Presidio, San Francisco, from South 
Framingham. Mass., on Oct. 16. 

General Otis cabled the War Department Oct. 6 that 
the transport Siam, just arrived at Manila, encountered 
a typhoon and lost over 300 horses and mules. 

Col. Harry G. Kessler, 1st Montana Vol. Inf. has been 
commissioned a Brevet Brigadier General of Volunteers 
for distinguished conduct at Malalos, March 31, 1899. 





The Board of Visitors to the United States Naval Ob- 
servatory recommend that control of the Observatory be 
continued under the Navy Department.

Pencil in Mechanical Engineering.’ Under the head 
of “Notes” is to be found the usually interesting résumés 
of recent inventions and discoveries, 
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Army medical men who heard much of typho-malarial 
fever during the Cuban campaign of the Spanish war 
will read with particular appreciation the paper in the 
New York “Medical Journal” of September 30, by Dr. 
Charles R, Grandy, of Norfolk, Va.. on that kind of 
fever. The doctor's conclusion is that “there is no such 
disease as typho-malarial fever in the ordinary sense in 
which the term is used, that the term is incorrect and 
misleading and should be abandoned.” The term: was 
never heard of till the civil war, and the ravages of the 
fevers in the Peninsular campaign. Then Woodward, 
in a book on “Camp Diseases” (1863), introduced the 
name. Dr. Grandy does not deny that malarial fever 
exists with typhoid, but he contends it is only a com- 
plication without intimate connection. In another ar 
ticle this medical journal expresses the opinion that 
Capts. Voulet and Chanoine are worthy the study of 
the alienist and the student of human evolution. They 
have been charged with barbarous cruelties to the na- 
tives in the French Soudan. A. native was beheaded 
becatise he declared he did not know a road about which 
he was being questioned. They captured eighty natives 
and killed twenty women and children; burned a vil- 
lage and captured twenty of its inhabitants; killing ten 
and placing their heads on pickets. It is known that 
English officers, who were considered gentlemen of the 
finest instincts while at home, committed the most 
hideous barbarities while in Africa. Dr. Peters, the 
German explorer, has been, while in Africa, guilty of 
unspeakable acts. It appears that it takes many cen- 
turies for man to advance from savagery to civilization, 
while the relapse is practically instantaneous. 





GALLEY YARNS ABOUT DBEWEY. 

That wanton little harbinger of spring, the robin, 
seems to figure largely in officialdom these days. Only a 
few weeks ago we heard much of the Manila round 
robin, and now a cock robin controversy is raging in 
various circles of authority as to who did it, the “it” re 
ferring to the assignment of Admiral Dewey to the 
Asiatic squadron. Gov. Roosevelt for nearly a year was 
allowed to put that seal upon his career as Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy, but as Dewey neared his home 
shores the Hon. Redfield Proctor was quoted in the press 
as claiming the credit, and now the papers have pub- 
lished Rear Adml. Crowninshield, Cnief of the Naviga- 
tion Bureau, as saying that Secretary Long and no other 
person was responsible for the assignment. “The Secre- 
tary was responsible for the order which made Dewey 
commander-in-chief of the Asiatic squadron,” says the 
Crowninshield interviewer, “and he could not share that 
responsibility with any one.” 

Admiral Dewey's orders to the Asiatic Station were 
dated Jan. 3, 1898, when Long was Secretary and 
Crowninshield, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation. Ac- 
cording to a story current in Navy circles, the Admiral 
when he received his orders went to the Secretary and 
said, in the velvety voice that with him indicates sup- 
pressed passion: “Mr. Secretary, you listened to a story 
to my discredit coming from a damned liar and slanderer. 
I did not like this yesterday, and I don’t like it any 
better to-day. Good morning, Sir.” The story we pub- 
lished concerning some one retorting on the Secretary 
when he spoke of political influence, should be credited 
to one of Dewey’s friends and not to the Admiral him- 
self. The officer referred to by Admiral Dewey in his 
interview with the Secretary has the reputation of being 
a wholesome hater, and others complain of having been 
made the victim of his disposition to settle old scores.

We are greatly surprised to find the name of an offi 
cer of the Army signed to the petition asking President 
McKinley to “offer the friendly services of the Unite: 
States in mediation between Great Britain and the Re- 
publics of the Transvaal and the Orange Free State.” 
No servant of the Government should embarrass the 
President by such a petition. A study of the military 
situation will show him that we now “have our hands 
full,” as a result of our mediation between Spain and 
Cuba. If the President were to listen to such petitions 
he would soon become an international nuisance by 
playing the part of a Don Quixote, mounted on the rick 
ety steed of Arbitration. The assertion of the Monroe 
Doctrine was our excuse for interfering between Vene 
zuela and England, but the result has not been alto- 
gether satisfactory, so far as the maintenance of the 
Venezuelan claims is concerned, With the new duties de- 
volving upon us through expansion we shall have enough 
to do to safeguard our own interests without giving for- 
eign nations an excuse for meddling in our affairs 
by interfering with theirs. The Boers of the 
Transvaal appear to be the legitimate successors of the 
South Carolinians of antebellum days, whose persistent 
assertion of their own rights was not accompanied by 
a corresponding respect for the rights of others. The 
best interests of South Africa requite the success of the 
English in the present controversy, and we should not 
put ourselves in the false position of aiding the cause of 
a people who whatever may be their abstract rights of 
independence, have no claim upon our sympathies as a 
liberal and progressive people.

The Hartford “Courant” says with truth: “It is unde- 
niably true that a good many Army men have the execu- 
tive faculty in its highest development, and with it the 
ability to apply it to new uses under novel conditions.

This summer found him provisional 
sub-satrap—if our ‘anti-imperialists’ will lend us _ the 
word—of the district of Luzon that includes the towns 
of Malolos, formerly Aguinaldo’s capital; Malabon, Polo, 
Obando, Meycauayan, Bulucan, Apalit, and Calumpit 
The order in question relates to the setting up of tenta- 
tive municipal governments in these towns, and the 
American Army officers in command are charged with its

The decision of the arbitration tribunal in the dispute 
between Great Britain and Venezuela was largely a com 
promise. This is the opinion of Justice Brewer, of the 
United States Supreme Court, one of the arbitrators. 
There seemed to be a wide divergence of opinion among 
the members of the commission. England fared well in 
the final result. She secured practically what she 
originally contended for, but Venezuela retains contro! 
of the Orinoco River. Outside of the territory secured 
England has gained in prestige all around, succeeding 
against Venezuela and vastly improving her relations 
with the United States. Remembering the furious pro 
test of President Cleveland against Great Britain's 
claims, the success of England teaches this important 
lesson, that in the matter of land disputes between two 
nations, it is well for other countries to be chary about 
interfering. The fee of Gen. Benjamin Harrison as 
chief counsel for Venezuela in the arbitration proceed- 
ings, has been placed by tne newspapers as high as a 
quarter of a million dollars. 
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ADMIRAL GEORGE DEWEY. 


“A thoroughly satisfactory hero” was the description 
of our Admiral given by a young lady after she had 
seen him, and this appears to be the general judgment 
upon George Dewey, once of Vermont and later of Ma- 
nua. We need not argue with our Mnglish friends the 
question whether he belongs in the same class with 
Nelson. However his exploits may compare with those 
of Mngland’s great Admiral, the Admiral of the Amer- 
iean Navy is a clean, wholesome, honest gentleman, il- 
justrating the domestic virtues as well as those charac- 
teristic of the best type of sea lord. His keen appre- 
ciation of simplicity and innocence and his sympathy 
with youth give evidence of a life that has kept the 
heart pure. With the lorgnettes of a nation turned 
upon him, he has revealed no weakness to shame his 
trends and encourage his enemies. He has said and 
done nothing that should have been left undone, or un- 
said, nor has he failed to do and say what befitted the 
oceasion; never attempting to appear in any character 
for which his training had not fitted him. In his inter- 
course with public otticials, and those who did not always 
respond to the cultivated gentleman’s sense of the pro- 
prieties, he hag displayed a fine tact that avoided offence 
where offence was easy. He has shown how a man iu 
his position can be affable and obliging without encour- 
aging any familiarity with man or woman that could 
compromise his dignity. And, finally, he has received the 
honors a grateful people have bestowed with such a lav- 
ish hand with a modesty and sensibility that have won 
all hearts. 

Nothing more clearly reveals the essential quality of 
the man than success, and the applause that follows suc- 
cess. Under its influence weak men lose their heads 
and strong men are too often swerved from their moor- 
ings. With character ripened by experience, and hav- 
ing a judicious sense of the evanescent nature of popular 
approval, our Admiral has thus far kept straight to the 
course his career as a naval officer has marked out for 
him. He has accepted his honors as trustee for those 
whose loyal devotion to duty in a more humble station 
is a part of his own fame. Let us hope that at the 
end we may write his name with that of Farragut and of 
Sherman, who continued always their simple selves, un- 
disturbed by the beguilements of those who sought 10 
make merchandise of their great reputations. 

Admiral Dewey belongs to his country, and no party 
or faction should be suffered to claim him. There is 
work immediately before him by which he can add to the 
service it has been his privilege to render as the part of 
his devotion to the flag. He can contribute of his ex- 
perience and observation to the settlement of the ques- 
tion of the Philippines, and he can help to lift the Navy 
above the contentions which bring scandal upon it and 
lessen the respect it should always command. His own 
position is secure, his knowledge of individuals and 
events is complete, and he is in a better position than 
any other man in the country to determine how far 
naval disputes originate in zeal for the service and how 
fer they are the result of the jealousies which appear 
to be as common with those who woo Dame Fortune 
as with other contestants for the favor of the fair. 

It is not yet time to determine the exact place Ad- 
miral Dewey will take in naval history. There is but 
one enduring test of the relative importance of conflicts 
by sea or land, and that is the results that follow them. 
Columbus is remembered not because his skill as a nav- 
igator exceeded that of all who have sailed the sea, but 
because he discovered a new world. Very many whose 
names are forgotten have shown equal daring, equal 
energy and equal perseverance. 

After serving his country nearly two years afloat, in 
command of the most formidable American fleet that 
ever assembled in foreign waters, Admiral Dewey has 
hauled down his flag as senior officer of the Navy and 
is now free from official responsibilities. Thus, for the 
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third time in our history, the four stars denoting the 
highest rank known to naval services, have come down 
probably never again to be raised until this Govern- 
ment is again at war with some nation or its naval 
power is so expanded that it becomes advisable to as- 
sign an officer of the highest rank to active service 
atioat. Admirals are seldom, however, kept at sea. 
Great Britain is the only power which maintains an Ad- 
miral in command of any of her large stations, and few 
of the other powers recognize the rank on their naval 
list. It is not likely that Admiral Dewey will ever go 
to sea again. It was his expressed wish that he be re- 
lieved of sea duty in order that he might rest after 
two years’ of arduous duties, and accept some of the 
numerous invitations which have been extended to him 
since his arrival in this country, His sudden departure 
from the Olympia was unexpected, for it was believed 
that the hauling down of his flag would be the occa- 
sion of the usual ceremony aboard ship when a tlag 
officer leaves. The day after the ceremonies in Wash-

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THE OBERLIN M. CARTER CASE. 


No one can fail to regret that an otlicer of the rank 
and previous reputation of Oberlin M. Carter, late Cap- 
tain, Corps of MWngineers, U. 8. Army, should be found 
guilty of charges that involve his incarceration in a 
prison at hard labor. ‘The final conclusion of this la- 
mentable aftair will be accepted as a vindication of the 
court, whose painfu! duty it was to pass judgment 
upon a brother officer. It is in thorough accord with 
the best traditions of the military judiciary that the 
trial of Capt. Carter saw a sifting of testimony that 
seldom if ever attends such an investigation. 

The court itself was composed of men of undoubted 
honesty of purpose and fairness of judgment, men who 
had been in a position to be influenced in his favor 
by Carter’s many personal charms. Eminent couniel, 
such as the ex-Attorney General of the United States, 
sought to find flaws in the prosecution’s allegations, and 
after the findings had been presented the opinion of so 
eminent a jurist as ex-Senator Kdmunds was secured. 
the long delay between the decision of the court and the 
tinal approval of the President gave Carter opportunities 
tor defence which even his most devoted friends must 
axdmit were quite unprecedented in such cases, and which 
went to the extreme length of a submission of the en- 
tire matter to the Attorney General of the United States. 

All human judgments are liable to error, but if ever 
a tribunal’s decision has been placed beyond the sus- 
picion of bias or prejudice, the Carter verdict has a par- 
amount claim to that distinction, and that, too, through 
the widest exercise of executive leniency. Though there 
may have been some grumbling at the long delay in con- 
ferring the sentence, there is no doubt that the feeling 
throughout the Army is general now that nothing was 
lost in enabling Carter to exhaust every resource to es- 
tablish his innocence. 

President MecKinley’s final approval of the sentence 
shows the value of the sensational charges made in the 
yellow journals that political influence would secure a 
disapproval of the court’s finding. The opinion of Attor- 
ney General Griggs in the case vindicates completely the 
omeers whose unpleasant duty was to convict a fellow 
oflicer of embezzlement. It was no easy matter to send 
an officer of Carter’s social standing to the penitentiary, 
but believing as they did that he was guilty, if they had 
not done so they would have been untrue to their duty 
to the Army and to the public. Carter’s degradation is 
not the end of the affair, and it is evident that further 
prosecution will be extended to his confederates. The 
papers in the case when referred to the Attorney General 
called for his opinion on the different phases of the en- 
tire conspiracy. The matter of contracts was of equal 
importance to the Government should it appear that 
Capt. Carter was guilty as charged. In concluding his 
review of the case, Mr. Griggs recommended that the 
contracts made by Capt. Carter at Savannah and Cum- 
berland Sound be canceled. The Secretary of War or- 
<dlered that this be done immediately after Carter’s arrest 
in New York. The Engineer officers at each of these 
places have been directed to prepare new specifications 
and plans for the improvement of the harbors, and pro- 
posals will be invited for completing the work. Action 
in the civil courts is contemplated by the authorities, 
that question being now before the Department of Jus- 
tice for investigation and action should it be found that 
the evidence is sufficiently strong to warrant prosecution. 
What is left of the original specifications introduced to 
sustain the charges against Carter are those alleging that 
he permitted the use of inferior material on Government 
work and paid for it in two checks dated in July, 1897, 
one for $345,000 and the other for $230,749.90. 








It would seem that the lessons of the war with Spain 
have been carefully studied in Australia, for during the 
recent conference of naval officers in Melbourne for the 
purpose of discussing the most suitable basis of a colo- 
nial naval reserve, a communication was read from Lord 
Brassey, Governor of Victoria, in which he suggested 
that the system of the American naval authorities dur- 
ing the war should be adopted. This was the navigation 


by their own crews of mercantile vessels used as cruis- 
ers, leaving the guns to be manned by marines of the 
United States Navy. This, according to Lord Brassey, 
was a return to the conditions which obtained in the 
English fleets of the olden time which met and van- 
quished the Spanish Armada. 


Our Army medical officers may console themselves for 
the criticisms and suggestions for reform they have been 
obliged to listen to as a result of their experiences dur- 
ing the Spanish war by observing the practice in other 
countries, We recently spoke of the Russian system and 
of the encouragement given by the Russian Government 
to ambitious military doctors who wished to secure the 
advantages of general practice. One can learn much 
from a study of conditions prevailing in Germany. 
German medical men retain the rank acquired in the 
service even after they have returned to civil practice. 
as their liability to be called upon by the Government 
when required continues. Private practitioners are 
called: upon each year to report whether they are pre- 
pared to serve their fatherland in case of need. Every 
German medical man who has served in the Army at all 
is maintained for nineteen years under military orders— 
that is, he possesses a fixed rank and is allotted, even 
in time of peace, a known military post which he would 
occupy if war broke out. Thus the university professors 
hold high military rank corresponding with their emi- 
nent civil position and scientific attainments, and are 
required to give annual courses of instruction to the 
medical officers serving in the Army or Navy. Such 
well-known Surgeons as Bergmann, Bruns, Trendelen- 
burg and Mikulicz have to teach these classes during 
the Easter holidays so as not to interfere with the winter 
and summer sessions of the universities. Each profes- 
sor has his fixed military rank assigned to him in case 
of war; most of them rank as Lieutenant-Generals, some 
as Generals, and even higher, and in the event of war 
they act as consulting Surgeons to the medical officers 
of the Army in the field or base hospitals. They receive 
the same pay as the military Surgeons, as do also the 
other Surgeons who are liable to be called out in case 
of war, and some of the latter have places assigned to 
them in the sanitary corps, etc., so that their skill and 
experience are utilized in every department of the serv- 
ice. German Army Surgeons in time of peace are re- 
quired to attend special courses of instruction and may 
be required to do duty in general hospitals or to teach 
at the expense of the Government, to study the medical 
and sanitary arrangements of foreign countries, 








If we are to believe M. Pichereau, a writer in the 
Paris “Figaro,” Spain may yet play an important part 
in Buropean affairs. He declares that even in her de- 
cay she is a force in southeastern Europe to be reck- 
oned with. In the event of a war between Great Britain 
on the one side and France and Russia on the other, he 
thinks Spain would ally herself with the latter owing 
to England’s attitude in the late war. In these cir- 
cumstances M. Pichereau believes England would be in 
a tight place. Gibraltar would be almost useless in 
securing the communication of the Mediterranean fleet 
with England, as if Spain fortified Algeciras, Ceuta, 
and above all Tarifa, she could practically close the 
straits. He also points out that whereas French and 
Russian ships would have many porte in which to shel- 
ter and repair, English ships would be compelled to go 
to Gibraltar and Malta, where dock accommodation is 
sufficient only for a limited number of battleships and 
cruisers. M, Pichereau’s plan is, however, more imagi- 
native than practical. It is not conceivable that Spain 
will adequately fortify towns to oblige France and Rus- 
sia when she failed to fortify towns to preserve the rem- 
nants of her own empire. 


Rear Adml. Walker, U. 8. N.; Col. Peter OC. Hains, 
U. 8. A.; Prof. William H. Burr, of Columbia College, 
and Alfred Noble, members of a sub-committee of the 
commission appointed to report on a feasible route for a 
canal across the Isthmus of Panama, arrived in New 
York Sept. 30 from Europe. Rear Adml. Walker, the 
chairman, was quoted as saying that the eanal would 
certainly be built. Admiral Walker and his associates 
of the sub-committee sailed for Burope on Aug. 9. Lieut. 
Col. Oswald A. Ernst, who accompanied them, is still 
in Europe. The sub-committee spent about a month in 
Paris, where it examined all the records relating to the 
Panama Canal. It then visited the Kiel Canal, the 
North Sea Canal, and, crossing the Channel, made an 
examination of the great Manchester Ship Canal. All 
the appliances and locks of the canals were examined. 
The committee will spend a few weeks at the national 
capital, and then go to the Isthmus, where it will spend 
the winter. 








The New York “Herald” professes to know that Gen- 
eral Eagan has hopes of being restored by means of a 
Congressional investigation of the beef scandal. Just 
how such an investigation can excuse the 
of one’s superior officer is not made clear by the “Her- 
ald’s” informant.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The U. 8. 8. Chicago, Capt. Philip H. Cooper, from the 
South Atlantic station, flying the tlag of ar Admiral 
Llowison, arrived at Tompkinsville, N. Y., Sept. 27, and 
like the Olympia put in an appearance several days be- 
fore she was expected. She dropped anchor directly 
astern of the Texas, the last vessel of the North Atlantic 
Squadron, which was anchored in line with Admiral 
Sampson’s flagship, the New York, at the head. A launch 
put out from the New York with Admiral Sampson and 
Capt. Chadwick of the New York aboard, to make an 
oficial visit to Admiral Howison. Admiral Howison 
simply considered himself a visitor, and all talk that 
he might by virtue of his seniority replace Rear Admiral 
Sampson in command during the naval parade was sheer 
nonsense, 

Estimates for the Naval establishment submitted Fri- 
day, Oct. 6, amount to $73,000,000, or an increase of 
$25,000,000 as compared with the current yee. Esti- 
mates for pay of Navy increased about $700,000. 

The British Government is actively securing steamers 
of the merchant service for transports, and advices from 
Boston, Oct. 5, confirm the report that the steamers 
Columbian and Chicago, of the Furness line, have been 
taken by the Government. It is also said that the Oak- 
more, of the Johnston line, will, upon the discharge of 
cargo in London, be turned over to the Government, 
which has also taken the new Allan steamer Bavarian. 

The U. 8. S. New Orleans, Capt. Longnecker, arrived 
aut New York from Santo Domingo October 1, and an- 
chored in the North River opposite 70th street. From 
those on board it was learned that matters at Santo 
Jdomingo were very quiet during the cruiser’s stay there. 
The New Orleans, on two occasions, put to sea in the 
fuce of a cyclone, as the harbor did not afford a good 
holding ground in extreme weather. The weatherly 
qualities of the ship are highly spoken of by those on 
hoard, and an allegation made some time since to the 
effect that the vessel was top heavy, is laughed at by 
officers and men who have had actual experience on 
her. A list of her officers was given in the Army and 
Navy Journal o September 30, page 105, under the 
head of “Naval Officers In Dewey Parade,” it being ex- 
pected that the New Orleans would arrive at New York 
in time to participate. 

The retirement of Rear Adm]. Henry L. Howison, U. 
Ss. N., on October 10, 1899, has already been noted in the 
Army and Navy Journal. We give herewith the date 
of retirement of each Rear Admiral on the present list, 
including Capts. MeCormick and Barker, who_re- 
cently qualified for promotion to the grade of Rear 
Admiral, consequent upon the death of Rear Adml.

Admiral Dewey's flagship, the Olympia, is under 
orders to proceed to Boston, where she will be put out 
of commission, her officers detached and granted leave, 
ind the erew transferred to other ships of the Navy. 
No estimate has yet been made of the extent of the re- 
pairs required on the vessel, but it is thought at least 
s200,000 will be necessary and six months time to 
place her in thorough condition for active service again. 
It has been definitely determined that Admiral Dewey 
will not be given any duty under the Navy department 
until after the sessions of the Philippine commission, 
of which he is a member, have been concluded. These 
sessions will probably last through the winter and will 
hegin on the arrival of the commissioners from Manila. 

Admiral Dewey is to leave Washington, D. C., on Oct. 
% for Shelburne Farms, Lake Champlain, Burlington, 
\t., where he will be the guest of Dr. W. Seward Webb, 
vice-president of the New York Central Railroad. He 
will attend a reception at the State capital on Oct. 13, 
and will then go to Boston, where a reception will be 
held in his honor. 

The U. S. S. Hartford, Comdr. John M. Hawley, was 
placed in commission at Mare Island, Cal., after being 
thoroughly overhauled from keel to truck. She will be 
used as a training ship. 

Repairs to the U. S. 8. Chicago, it is estimated, will 
require some two months, and this will delay her depar- 
ture to the South Atlantic Station accordingly, as the 
flagship of Rear Adml. Schley. 

The transport Resolute has been ordered into com- 
mission at the ap A Yard, Portsmouth, N. H., under 
Comdr. Kelley, to take supplies to Porto Rico. 

The North Atlantic squadron, under Rear Adml. 
Sampson, consisting of the New York, Indiana, Massa- 
chusetts, Brooklyn, New Orleans and Scorpion, left their 
anchorage in the North River, New York, on the morning 
of Oct. 5 for Hampton Roads, Va., where Rear Adml. 
Farquhar will assume command on . 14. 

The recent accident at the Ordnance Factory, Wash- 
ington Navy Yard, whereby considerable damage was 
done to several valuable machines and tools, will not 
delay the work of fitting the mounts for the guns of 
the new ships which is in a forward state of progress. 

It is believed that one of the results of the last Court 
of Inquiry on the Newark at Mare Island will be the 
issue of some revised instruction for commanding offi- 
cers and others on board our new ships in the matter 


of ecoaling and the responsibilities in that matter. The 
developments in that ship have led the Department to 
the conclusion that too much laxness exists in the matter 
of checkages and weighing while coaling ship, and 
tary Long is determined upon a radical reform.

The flag which the citizens of Raleigh, N. C., are 
going to present to the U. S. S. Raleigh has just been 
completed. It is made of heavy silk, red and white, 
trimmed with gold braid, and the staff capped by an 
American eagle. On one side of the tlag, encircled by 
a gold wreath of oak leaves, is the seal of the munici- 
pality, in colors, bearing the city’s emblem, an oak 
tree, from which Raleigh derives the name of “QOity of 
Oaks.” Around this is the inscription: “Oity of Hal- 
eigh—North Carolina—17¥92.” ‘the reverse side of the 
flag bears the coat-of-arms, also in colors, of the re- 
nowned Sir Walter Raleigh, for whom the city is named. 
This is a red shield, crossed by diamond-shaped devices 
in white, and surmounted by a stag which is the crest. 
The technical description of the arms and crest is as 
follows: “Gules. Six lozenges in bend argent. Crest, 
a roebuck proper. Motto, ‘Amore et Virtute.’”” Under 
the shield is the inscription of presentation to the cruiser, 
which reads as follows: “Presented to the U. 8S. Cruiser 
Raleigh, the ‘first and Last at Manila.’” The above 
described coat-of-arms of Sir Walter Kaleigh was ob- 
tained from the Royal College of Arms, in London, by 
Mr. F. Apthorpe Foster, of Massachusetts, for his kins- 
man, the late Professor Kdward Graham Daves, who 
used it as a seal for the Roanoke Colony Memorial 
Association, 





NAVAL NOTES. 

An important conference between the President and 
Admiral Dewey this week before the departure of the 
Cabinet party for the West, resulted in the expression of 
decided opinions respecting the immediate necessity for 
greatly augmenting the naval strength of the American 
forces in the Philippines in order that every practicable 
assistance mignt be afforded the Army this winter in a 
vigorous campaign against the enemy. Both branches of 
the service will co-operate in the work of suppressing the 
rebellion with all possible despatch, and while the Navy 
will be unable to participate in active attack on the 
l‘ilipinos, it is proposed so completely and eltectively to 
patrol the islands as to render tne receipt of supplies al- 
most umpossible. It has been the Admirai’s firm conviction 
that every small boat that could possibly be utilized in 
those waters should be iurnished by the Government to 
aid in the patrol -plan, and on reaching Washington this 
week he strenuously urged that more ships should be at 
once sent to Admiral Watson to assist those now engaged 
in preventing filibustering expeditions from landing am- 
munition ana other supplies to the natives. 

Acting on the Admiral’s recommendations, a large num- 
ber of ships have already been ordered to prepare at once 
tor service in the Phiuppines, and others will be se- 
lected as soon as they can be put in readiness for the long 
voyage. ‘Lhe home station is to be practically stripped 
ot ali smali gunboats and cruisers, and vessels that were 
desired for service in the West Indies and off the Cen- 
tral! American coast are now to be sen: to join Admiral 
Watson's command. Wach ship will sail independently, 
and is to make Manila with all possible expedition. As 
fast as those selected are prepared they will be sent away. 
and in each instance ordered to proceed through the Suez 
Canal, which is the nearest practicable route. The most 
important selection made is the decision to send the 
Brooklyn, Admirai Schley’s flagship in the Spanish war. 
This is sent in order that Admiral Watson may be pro- 
vided with a suitable flagship to replace the Baltimore, 
which may require extensive overhauling soon, necessi- 
tating her return to San Francisco. ‘The Baltimore has 
been the flagship of the station since the departure of 
Admiral Dewey with the Olympia, and while in every 
way suitable, is not so fine a vessel for the flag of the 
commanding officer to float from as the armored cruiser. 
Ten days repairs will be required to place the Brooklyn 
in condition, and after this she will sail at once for the 
East. Some change in the personnel of her officers will 
be made, although the executive, navigator and command- 
ing officers are expected to be retained on board. 

Another vessel under orders is the New Orleans, which 
will also be overhauled before she leaves. It may be two 
weeks or longer before she can sail. Some changes in her 
galley apparatus are necessary in order to make the ship 
more comfortable for her crew. It is also understood 
that orders have been sent the Nashville at San Domingo 
to proceed direct for Manila witnout returning to this 
country, and orders have also been sent the Badger at 
Mare Island, which returned with the Samoan commis- 
sioners in August, to leave for the Philippines. The little 
7 Marietta and Machias, now at the Washington 
Navy Yard, are also on the list for service on the Asiatic 
Station. Other vessels selected, or about to be, are the 
old Monocacy, now in Chinese waters, and the new 
British-built cruiser Albany, fast approaching completion 
in England. With the addition of these vessels, and the 
three captured Spanish vessels, Isla de Cuba, Isla de 
Luzon and Don Juan de Austria, which are ordered in 
commission at Hong Kong, the United States will have 
nearly fifty vessels of all types and classes in Philippine 
waters, or. by far the most formidable array of naval 
ships that this nation or probably any other has ever 
maintained on that station. Thirteen of these are gun- 
boats purchased by General Otis from Spain, and later 
transferred to the Navy. No formal blockade will be de- 
clared for diplomatic reasons. A nation, in fact, cannot 
blockade its own ports or any one. The seven ships re- 
cently selected have a combined complement of about 
1,500 men and 100 officers, and all are well adapted for 
the work they will have to perform. 

No formal orders have yet been given Admiral Schle 
to assume command of the South Atlantic Station, al- 
hough Syraet7 orders were issued to him three weeks 
ago. The detachment this week of Admiral Howison from 
the Chicago preparatory to retiring, leaves the station in 
charge of the senior officer, who in this case is the com- 
manding officer of the Montgomery, Comdr. John P. Mer- 
rill, U. 8S. N. Undoubtedly the Chicago will be the flag- 
ship. and as she is in need of some repairs the work will 
be hurried along at New York in order that the Admiral 
may take his departure as soon as practicable. It is un- 
derstood that orders will be given the Admiral in a few 
days, and that he will sail for his station the last of this 
month. His command will then comprise the Chica 
the Montgomery and Wilmington, the latter two ng 
now on the station.

REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE. 
The revenue cutter Grant, Capt. Slamm, arrived at 
Port Townsend Sept. 26, eight days from Dutch Harbor. 
On Sept. 17, while at anchor at the latter place in 17 


fathoms of water, a gale came up, and as it increased 
another anchor was dropped and a line fastened to an 
anchor buoy. Finding that the vessel was d ng, the 
engines were started at the rate of 50 revolutions a 
minute, but the vessel continued to drag until she was so 
near the shore that there was only 15 feet of water under 
her. During a lull the cables were stores and she 
steamed to the other side of the bay under shelter. . Dur- 
ing the gale the barometer dropped to 28.29, the lowest 
ever known by Capt. Slamm. On shore the windows were 
blown in and houses unroofed and a coal hopper on the 
dock weighing ten tons was overturned. 

On Sept. 22 the Grant, while on the way down, en- 
countered another hurricane of unusual violence which 
lasted eight hours, and was compelled to lay to under 
close reefed sails for twenty-two hours, during which 
time she drifted 120 miles. The storm was so furious 
that one of her lifeboats was carried away and five bags 
of oil were put out to keep the sea from breaking over 
the vessel and doing further damage. Capt. Slamm says 
this was the severest storm he ever experienced. The 
Rush and Thetis, which sailed from Dutch Harbor on 
Sept. 16 for San Francisco, and the British warship 
Pheasant for Squimault, were out in the same storm. 

The Grant made a thorough cruise among the Aleutian 
Islands in search of information about the lost steamshi 
Pelican or the survivors, but neither found nor hea 
anything. 

efore leaving Dutch Harbor Capt. Cushing, of the 
Rush, reported to Capt. Slamm that the schooner Lady 
George, Capt. Christensen, which had been reported lost, 
is all right.

SHIPMENT OF HORSES. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

An editorial in your issue of Aug. 26 mentioned the 
sailing of a large ship only lightly loaded and having 
a large shipment of horses for this side of the water. 
The voyage resulted in horrible suffering to the animals, 
all of which were lost in the most tragic manner. The 
cause of this disaster seems to have been too great 
buoyancy of the ship, and the flimsy, weak character 
of the stalls which could not resist the weight of the 
horses when thrown against them. An accident to the 
machinery caused the — to fall off into the trough of 
the sea, and soon the stalls were all broken down by the 
struggling of the horses, and the violent motion of the 
ship, which threw them off tneir feet. After a time 
there was a moving mass of dead, dying and mutilated 
horses all mixed up with the broken stanchions and side- 
boards of the stalls with their spikes and nails. These 
shifted together with oveme toss of the ship and finally 
settling on one side, would have foundered the vessel 
had not all been thrown overboard. One accustomed to 
the sea can easily imagine the tremendous efforts this 
work required. 

This was a case of very bad management in trans- 
porting horses at sea, and the disastrous consequences 
were entirely preventable, as will be seen by the fol- 
lowing case of another shipment of horses which re- 
sulted very fortunately, although the voyage was made 
in exceptionally tempestuous weather. 

In February last, a couple of days before the memor- 
able storm which strewed the Atlantic with crippled and 
belated ships, a vessel left New York harbor with 200 
horses on board and after fighting a storm of hurricane 
strength for eight days, which delayed her two days, 
she reached her destination with all her horses in good 
condition, excepting two which died at sea from diseases 
unconnected with the voyage. The reasons for this 
fortunate result were, that the ship was of the largest 
dimensions and she was loaded down with grain as 
deep as the law allowed. Besides this, she was provided 
wit bilge keels which prevented much of _ the 
rolling motion most likely to throw a horse off his feet. 
Thus, while the wind during the eight days of hurri- 
cane was of tremendous force, and the waves raised up 
by it were of prodigious size and power, none of the 
passengers, excepting the very susceptible, were incon- 
venienced in the least by the motion of the ship. 
Promenading on the lee side was not at all pores \ 
As for the horses, which the writer frequently visited, 
they were not disturbed in the least by the motion of 
the ship, and they took their rations regularly, but not 
in full quantity, being quite lethargic owing to the lack of 
ventilation from closing the hatches, etc. 

The fortunate ending of this shipment in face of the 
long storms and tumultuous sea was, of course, attrib- 
utable-to the great size of the ship and her heavy 
cargo, which kept her steady. Notwithstanding these 
favorable conditions, if she had fallen off into the trough 
of the sea and had to’ about helplessly, some of her 





flimsy horse stalls would doubtless have been broken 
down and there would have been a loss of some horses. 
Now the lesson we get from all this is, that, in ship- 


ping horses the vessels should be large, deeply ballasted 
wi and supplied with bilge keels, all of which 
help to keep her steady. Of course, there should be 
veterinarians on board with their staff of assistants to 
compound and administer medicines and help to handie 
sick horses, and the management should be the same as 
in well regulated stables on shore as to ventilation, 
cleanliness, grooming and other attentions to te horses.

FROM OUR PHILIPPINE CORRESPONDENT. 
Cavite, August 19. 
The one excitement of the past week has been the ef- 
forts to pull the cable ship off the reefs between Cor- 
regidor and Cabello Island, where she went ashore Sep- 
tember 11 in broad daylight. The next day the flagship 
and the Concord went to her assistance with hawsers 


and made several attempts to pull her off the rocks. 
The hawsers parted, but the ship did not budge. With- 
out doubt she will have to be lightened before she can 
be moved. Corregidor seems to be a dangerous point to 
pass for ships, for the day before the grounding of the 
a the Helena broke her shaft in coming by Cor- 
regidor. 

The Concord, which arrived August 12, conveyed three 
escaped Spanish prisoners, who brought more news of 
the whereabouts of Lieut. Comdr. Gilimore and the sur- 
viving eight men of the boat’s crew, for that is the re- 
ported number now. ‘These escaped Spaniards say that 
the insurgents have the two thousand Spanish prisoners 
and our men at Guarian, some sixty miles up the coun- 
try, and two miles back from the coast. it is to be 
hoped that some energetic effort will be made to have 
them released, and speedily if to be of avail. The troop- 
ship Sheridan left August 13 for home. The weather 
is not bad, warm, but probably no warmer than in the 
United States at this time. Aboard the Monadnock and 
the Monterey the heat is felt more than anywhere else, 
the thermometer registering 95 degrees day and night in 
the officers’ quarters, and this, with the electric fans 
going all the time. On both of these ships they are 
busy transferring men whose time is up to ships going 
home. All men who have served a year on board a 
monitor are to be relieved and sent home. The new com- 
mander of the Monadnock, Capt. McGowan, reported 
August 15. He had supposed until upon his arrival 
here that he was to command the Monterey and learned 
of his mistake when the Admiral informed him. 

The Petrel came in August 17 from up the coast. It 
also brought escaped Spanish prisoners, some fourteen 
in number. They had gotten away from Vigan to the 
northward, where all the prisoners are. One of our 
small gunboats being at San Fernando, they found a 
refuge aboard her until transferred to the Petrel. They 
also report seeing Gillmore and say the missing six 
men are not dead, but very ill and in a hospital. Gill- 
more, they say, is allowed a peseta a day, about ten of 
our cents, and his men but four cents for their sub- 
sistence and they are utterly destitute of clothes. This 
coincides with the account brought by the Spanish 
planter Galza. The Concord and the’ Yorktown went 
out August 17, the former going to Lingayen and the 
latter to Iloilo. The Zafiro sailed the same day from 
Hong Kong and the Celtic is due to arrive here Septem- 
ber 10. The Solace will not sail till the Celtic arrives. 
It is said a number of ladies are going home in the 
Solace. Wise women, for all agree that at present cer- 
tainly this is no place for women. 4 

The next troopship to leave is the Zelandia. The 
Montana regiment go in her and the Valencia. There is 
little of interest to relate. The only social event of late 
was a dinner given by Mrs. Titus, the wife of the 
Surgeon in charge of the Army hospital here.

Army operations appear to be steadily progressing, 
and yet without progress.

Our troops.are forcing them out of their 
holes, probably, and are drawing them more and more 
into a corner. When it will end no one can tell, but 
there is still plenty of work to be done. 





CONCILIATORY METHODS FOR THE PHILIP- 
PINES. 

General C. McC. Reeve, who sailed from San Fran- 
cisco, June 27, 1898, as Colonel commanding the Thir- 
teenth Minnesota Volunteers, and was subsequently pro- 
moted to the rank of Brigadier General for meritorious 
conduct in action, is now in San Francisco. Shortly 
after the occupation of Manila by the American troops. 
General Reeve was assigned to duty as Chief of Ponce, 
and while serving in that capacity met many of the lead 
ing merchants and professional men of the city of Ma- 
nila. He has given his opinion on the subject of the ad- 


ministration of affairs in the rhilippines in an inter- 
view published in the San Francisco “Call.” In this he 


says: 

“Conciliatory methods would have prevented the war 
Now, we all agree to the proposition that the insurrec- 
tion must be suppressed, but in the beginning a concilia- 
tory course was not adopted. General Otis’s unfortunate 
proclamation of Jan. 4 rendered conciliation almost im 
possible. He adopted tue policy of ignoring the natives 
of treating them as half-civilized savages. No indication 
was given te the Filipinos as to the future intentions of 
the Government. In August, Sentember and Uctober, im- 
mediately following the capture of Manila, the Filipinos 
kept inquiring what we were going to do, and our author- 
ities replied, ‘We cannot tell until the Paris Commission 
gets through!’ The Filipinos would ask, ‘What will you 
io if you acquire the islands?’ And still no hint was 
given to them by General Otis until it was too late. He 
ignored them completely. At every step of the peace ne- 
gotiations he stipulated that nothing should be consid- 
ered until the Filipinos laid down their arms. Herein 
is where the natives mistrusted the Americans. The Fil- 
ipinos had many lessons from Spain in the folly of lay- 
ing down arms. They were not able to comprehend the 
difference between Spanish and American promises. 

“While Aguinaldo was seeking to obtain from General 
Otis some outline of the future policy of the United 
States the war party in the Cabinet, headed by General 
Luna, was gaining strength daily. Instead of Aguinaldo 
controlling those who demanded absolute independence, 
the partics making the demand succeeded in getting him 
under control. 

“Admiral Dewey entertains a high opinion of the in- 
dustry and intelligence of the natives. He employed 
many of them at Cavite arsenal, and spoke highly of 
them. The natives exp reat admiration for the 
Admiral. He holds to the opinion that the Filipinos are 
capable of self-government, and in my judgment he firm- 
ly believes that the war could have been honorably avoid- 
ed by an enlightened policy of conciliation in dealing with 


the natives. The Filipinos are much better fitted for in- 
dependence and self-government than are the Cubans. [t 
is my understanding that Admiral Dewey has on severa! 
occasions stated that the Filipmos were capable of self- 
government and that a wise policy of conciliation would 
have averted the war against the natives.”

Presidio, Cal., September 27. 
The 27th Infantry left their camp September 27 with 
colors flying. Even the seasoned -veterans, who live 
in the garrison and who have seen every form of 
martial excitement, turned out to watch the regiment 


They sailed late 
in the afternoon for the seat of war. 

_The Quartermaster’s Department has on hand twenty- 
eight miles of railway for use in the Philippines. The 
whole amounts to about 4,000 or 5,000 tons, and will 
be divided among the several different transports. 

Two more cases of smallpox have developed in the 
Sist Infantry, which is being held in quarantine at 
Angel Island. This makes five cases in all, There have 
been no more developments among the eleven suspected 
cases in the hospital, and no symptoms except fever. 
Iivery precaution known to the medical profession is 
being taken to prevent any spread of the disease or 
outbreak in any of the other camps. The authorities 
are burning and sterilizing in all the camps and vac- 
cinating all the new men who come in. 

The 30th Infantry, which arrived in the garrison 
Friday, September 22, is a very handsome regiment, 
recruited from Michigan and Illinois. They are dis- 
tinguished by the badge of the red tie which they all 
wear, 

All the Volunteer regiments are practicing most as- 
siduously on the target range. Each one is anxious to 
make a record for itself. 

There are now 1,300 horses here awaiting shipment 
to Manila. Animal transportation has become one of 
the features of the transport service here, and it is sur- 
prising how the horses and mules are taken on the im- 
mense sen voyage without serious losses. 

Fifteen patients, none of them serious, were taken 
in te the General Hospital from the Zealandia and 
seven from the Valencia. One of the latter was a 
typhoid fever case. 

Two hundred and three recruits arrived from the 
Kast, chiefly from Columbus barracks, Sunday, and the 
following Lieutenants: John P. Fuller, James M. Pet- 
ters, Ruben V. Baskett and James D. Kerne. 

There are all sorts of camps here now. In the hollow 
where the Tennessee regiment went through its various 
San Francisco vicissitudes, are the new Volunteers, who 
are very enthusiastic and anxious to make records for 
themselves. The 400 discharged soldiers from the Phil- 
ippines are informally encamped, waiting for the Pay- 
master to dispose of their cases. There are the recruits 
who are put through necessary amount of hard drill, 
but who, having no regiment affiliations, are less en- 
thusiastic and spirited than the new Volunteers. Final- 
ly there are the Volunteers from Manila, who are en- 
camped here for the purpose of being mustered out. 
Weary and indifferent they await the last day of mili- 
tary service. 

The recruits are being rapidly disposed of. One hun- 
dred and seventy-five will be shipped on the Sheridan 
and as many as can possibly squeeze in the other trans- 
ports. The casual camp is never vacant, however, as 
the sick, dead and discharged men in the Manila regi- 
ments always need to be replenished.

FOREIGN NOTES. 

Some time ago we spoke of the heavy loading of troops 
in tropical countries, and the protests in India against 
the practice. We observe that the necessity of reduc- 
ing the weight carried by the soldier is again occupying 
the attention of foreign military writers, who suggest 
several ingenious plans. In the German army an at- 
tempt was made to solve the difficulty as far back as 
1887 by having the haversack made in two separate 
parts, one containing things which could be done with- 
out for a time, the other containing whatever is strictly 
indispensable, such as rations and cartridges. The latest 
haversack is a carefully-planned modification of the 
above, with compartments so arranged that the soldier 
can take away what he wants according to the length 
of the operation in which he may be about to engage, 
leaving the rest to be brought up by the regimental! 
wagons as soon as they have got rid of their load of 
ammunition. In France and Italy there is a preference 
for the “divisible” rather than to the “com nted” 
haversack, in view of the trouble and loss of time which 
experience has shown is necessarily incurred in connec- 
tion with the latter system. 

A discussion of some importance has been taking place 
as the result of the conference of the medicine section 
of the British Medical Association. A paper was read 
at the conference by Sir Dyce Duckworth on the medi- 
cal tests applied to candidates for the Army and Navy. 
He expressed the opinion that the tests applied to naval 
cadets and candidates for military commissions are un- 
duly severe, and deprive the country of the services 
of many useful officers. He does not see why some de- 
grees of color-blindness in a candidate for the Army 
should cause rejection, though in the Navy the most 
perfect vision is indispensable. Evidently he attributes 
some of the rejections to superficial examination. Bad 
teeth, we are told, is a fertile cause of rejection, and 
very rightly, for artificial teeth if lost cannot be at once 
replaced, and soft food is not always to be obtained on 
active service. Moreover, with bad teeth the digestive 
powers are impaired, and the bodily health in conse- 
quence affected. For the above reasons Sir Dyce Duck- 
worth would apparently reject all candidates either for 
commissions or the ranks if their teeth are in an un- 
satisfactory condition. It has been suggested that mili- 
tary dentists should be added to the establishment of 
the Army. and that they should periodically inspect the 
teeth of the troops. On the question of sending men 
who are not yet fully developed to the tropics, Sir Dyce 
asserted that no European is fit for service in the tropics 
or India under the age of twenty-three. Sir Dyce sug- 
gested the propriety of a medical examination of candi- 
dates for commissions before instead of after the com- 
petitive examination. 

The London “Truth” says: “The question of appoint- 
ing Military Attachés will have to be reconsidered after 
the revelations of the Dreyfus case. The authorities in 
Great Britain seldom appoint a Military Attaché because 
he is especially an expert in military matters. or because 
he is particularly intelligent. A favorite of the Court 
generally obtains the appointment, and, as a rule, this 
works satisfactorily, for such persons are enabled to at- 
tain a large acquaintance amongst those who have in- 
fluence, and, besides, they know how to make themselves 
yleasant when it is advisable that they should do so. 

hether a British Military Attaché acts as a spy or does 
not, depends very much on his individual character. 
Many would not demean themselves to do such work: 
others might be only too pleased to do so if they thought 
they could derive any personal advantage by acting in 
that manner. In any case. spying is not an occupation 
for a British officer. and it is to be hoped that the Minis- 
ter for Foreign Affairs will at the earliest possible date 
assure the public that British Military or Naval Attachés 
are prohibited from obtaining intelligence by illicit means 
connected with foreign armies and navies. The honor 
of British naval and military officers is much more val- 
uable than can be any trumpery information which they 
could obtain by acting as spies.”’ 

A court of inquiry of an unusual character in the 
British Navy was held at Devonport recently. On board 
the Liberty training brig, in Plymouth Sound, the 
Quartermaster called the morning watch an hour too 
soon. On discovering this the boys grumbled, and the 
Quartermaster thrashed three with a stick and reported 
them to the commander for insolence, and they were 
further punished. The Quartermaster was disrated to 
able seaman, and the gunner’s mate and mis corporal, 
who were also on duty at the time, were dismissed the 
ship. 

- new Russian first-class protected cruiser, the Pal- 
lada, was successfully launched recently on the Neva 
from the shipbuilding yard of the Galerny Island in the 
presence of the Emperor and Empress. e new vessel 
is of the same type as the Diana and Aurora, which are 
still on the stocks. Her dimensions are: Length, 416 
feet: breadth, 54 feet 4 inches; draught, 21 feet, and 
displacement, 6,731 tons. She has three screws, and 
will be fitted with triple expansion engines of 11,610 
indicated horse power, and 24 Belleville boilers. er 
armament will consist principally of eight 6-inch guns, 
24 75mm. q.-f. guns, eight 837mm. Hotchkiss guns, and 
three torpedo ejectors. 

The British Admiralty have decided upon an important 
new departure by which a considerable reduction in the 
consumption of coal on battleships is contemplated. The 
auxilary engines of the Canopus will be so reconstructed 
that the exhaust steam from the main engines, instead of 
going back to water. will be utilized to work the vessel's 
evaporators. The “United Service Gazette” thinks that 
this alteration will be extended to all battleships of the 
Canopus class. These were the first British battleships 
to be fitted with water tube boilers, and they promise 
to be great consumers of fuel. 

The increasing ability of English Volunteers to make 
high scores with the Lee-Metford rifle is the subject of 
some British newspaper felicitation. In 1897 the high- 
est score recorded was 104, and only by three men, and 
in all only thirty-nine men had registers above the 
century. A 1898 one man made the possible score of 
105, and forty-seven had above 100. Now, so far as 
it has gone, has shown a very decided advance. 
One man has registered 105 and forty-five have got 
up to 101—more than double the number of those who 
obtained a like honor in 1897. In all there are already 
seventy-four men who have reached figures over a 
century. 

Some important experiments were recently made at 
Shoeburyness, England. with the new armor plate from 
the Royal Arsenal, Woolwich. The outer plate is 6 
inches thick and made of the best steel, the backing con- 
sisting of 3 inches of a special composition, the nature 
of which is being kept secret. These new plates were 
fired at with a 350 pound projectile at a distance of 200 
yards. When black powder was used the armor plate 
was after several shots found to be practically unin- 
jured, the shot being in some instances reduced to pow- 
der by the force of the impact. With cordite it was 
found that the outer plate could be penetrated 8 inches, 
and in certain circumstances the shot went right throuch. 
but the severest tests failed to crack the plate. When

This will be a very grateful piecv 
of news to our soldiers in the Philippines, where ven- 
omous snakes are not uncommon, but doubtless therv 
will be many who will t the passing of the whisky 
cure as much as that soldier of the Army of the Tennes- 
see, from whom liquor was studiously kept and who at 
every new bivouac would plaintively ask the first native 
he met where he could find some “nice active rattle- 
snakes.” 


WEST POINT. 
West Point, N. Y., Oct. 4, 1890. 

The visit of the Corps of Cadets to New York to take 
part in the land parade given in honor of Admiral 
Dewey was successful from start to finish. The Iron 
Steamboat Cepheus conveyed the corps, the band, Co. E. 
Engineers, and a large number of officers, ladies and 
children to 130th street, leaving West Point at 6 a. m. 
The greater number of the passengers witnessed the 
parade, but a few remained on board all day. The 
Cadets occupied the place of honor at the head of the 
Army brigade, and the position was well deserved. 
Their superb alignment, faultless marching and fine ap- 
pearance won the applause of all, Admiral Dewey him- 
self having, it is said, expressed a very flattering opinion 
on the subject. The Cadets wore the full dress uniform. 
with white trousers, new dress hat and the cross belts 
which have been recently adopted. Owing to the fact 
that the color of the uniforms, with this recent adidi- 
tion that two of the tactical officers belong to the 
7th Artillery and have the figure “7” on their saddle 
blankets, the Cadets were mistaken for the 7th New 
York at several points along the line of march, and 
they received a demonstration the reverse of that to 
which they were entitled.

HOSPITAL STEWARDS. 


Many inquiries have come to the War Department for 
information regarding the appointment of hospital stew- 
ards in the Regular service, it being generally accepted 
that the last act of Con ‘provi ing for an increase 
of the Army also auth an increase in the hospita! 
corps. It was first held by the War Department that the 
hospital corps would be included in this increase, and an 
order was issued fixing the number of hospital stewards 
at 175, acting hospital stewards at 325 and privates at 

2,100, making a total of 2,600 men, or 4 per cent. of the 
total strength of the Army. It was subsequently decided 
by the Judge Advocate General and the Comptroller of 
the Treasury that the provisions of the act of March 1, 
1887, were not affected, and that the Hospital Corps 
was not included. The increase in the grade of hos- 
pital stewards being authorized only during the existence 
of war by the act of June 2, 1898, the allowance of hos- 
pital stewards reverted to that fixed by the act of March, 
1896, so that it is impossible to appoint additional hos- 
pital stewards under the existing laws until the number 
in the service shall become less than one hundred. It is 
expected that this condition will be remedied when Con- 
gress convenes, as it is the intention of the Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Army to recommend to Congress the in- 
crease of the Hospital Corps to conform fully to the 
increase in the Army.

The Judge Advocate General has decided an officer's 
period of service begins with the date of his commis- 
sion and not from the time his pay commenced. The 
case submitted was that of an officer who had been 
selected for appointment and had received his pay for 
some time before his regiment was fully organized, and 
before he received his commission. There were a num- 
ber of such cases and the question arose as to when 
their period of service began. The opinion of the Judge 
Advocate is that notwithstanding the officer drew pay 
before he received his commission his service does not 
legally begin until he receives his commission. 








Washington has again become deserted officially. The 
machinery and administration of the Government is now 
being conducted by Assistant Secretaries and others, and 
for the next twenty days the situation will not change. 
On Oct. 4 the President and his entire Cabinet, with Dr. 
Rixey of the Navy and a corps of stenographers. clerks 
and press representatives, started for Chicago and the 
Northwest for a speech-making tour of the leading cities. 
The trip will not be one of pleasure, but rather of busi- 
ness, 





The Transvaal situation remains extremely critical, 
with the Boers massing their forces at several points. 
The outbreak of hostilities is likely to occur at any 
moment. One of the rumors of the week from London 
was that 2,000 officers and men of the Cuban insurgent 
army had offered their services to England in case of 
war with the Transvaal, in return for English sympathy 
with the Cubans. 


Christian Prozeller, Ord. Sergt., U. S. A., retired, a 
veteran of the Civil War, died at Rochester, N. Y., Sept. 
26, aged 68. Mr. Prozeller was born in Germany, but 
came to America in early life. He saw service in Indian 
campaigns between 1850 and 1860. He refused a com- 
mission as major in the Confederate service and joined 
the Union Army as a private. 








The regular autumnal South American revolution has 
arrived on time. Revolutionists are within a few miles 
of Caracas, Venezuela, with General Castro, their leader, 
demanding the surrender of the city. 


DEPARTMENT OF PUERTO PRINCIPE. 
Col. L. H. Carpenter, 5th Cavalry. commanding the 
Department of Puerto Principe, Cuba, says in uis an- 


nial report: 

The news that we were coming had preceded us and we 
were received by a great number of people who were wildly 
enthusiastic, although the Spanish troops were everywhere 
and still in possession. As we rode in a volante to a house 
that had been prepared for us the same enthusiastic recep- 
tion met us everywhere and many bouquets were thrown 
from the windows. The Spanish troops did not try to pre- 
vent this and treated us kindly. 

Nov. 24 the Spanish troops evacuated the city and the 
American flag was hoisted with appropriate ceremonies. On 
Nov. 30 the Cuban troops entered Puerto Principe according 
to agreement and, after a great demonstration, deposited 
their arms, breaking up with very little disorder. As there 
was some demonstrations of hostility against the Spanish 
shop keepers, to avoid trouble, strong cavairy patrois were 
placed in the city and everything soon became quiet. 

Having no special instructions from Washington, I was 
obliged to take such steps as in my judgment were necessary 
until the organization of Cuba into a division and the ap 
pointment of a Governor General of the island changed the 
conditions. 

Soon after our arrival I became convinced that the organ- 
ization of a Rural Guard was necessary. The people were 
afraid to go into the country and make any start with cattle 
or In other directions without being assured of protection. 
Braulio Pena. a Colonel of Cavalry in the Cuban Army, was 
selected as the chief. a man of great energy, thoroughly loya! 
and in every way a fortunate selection. About 160 men were 
carefully selected from ex-soldiers of the Cuban Army. The 
entire system has worked satisfactorily and the number of 
crimes committed has been surprisingly small in considera- 
tion of the times and situation, The Rural Guard. being 
composed of selected Cubans, were immune to the effect of 
the sun and had been accustomed to taking care of them- 
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selves in the open country, knew the country thoroughly, the 
language and the people. They knew who to suspect and 
watch and no mistakes were made as would have the 
case with American soldiers. They furnish their own 
mounts and their ponies require nothing but the rich grass 
of the country and have been furnished with no grain. Their 
rations were commuted in money at the rate of 30 cents per 
day and they were required to themselves, consequently 
it has not been necessary to find transportation to provide 
them with rations or forage. The system is well adapted to 
the needs of this province, and it is to be doubted whether 
ony, other will work as well or produce as good results. 

Nuevitas and Puerto Principe were found in miserable 
sanitary condition, as seems to have been the case with all 
the towns in Cuba. Three stone barracks of good construc- 
tion were found—one suitable for cavalry and one for in- 
fantry, and one formerly occupied by Spanish Artillery. As 
the question of properly providing for troops in the rainy 
season was important it was wished to thoroughly clean and 
disinfect these barracks, so that they would be available for 
future use. A large number of families left without means 
of support and with no men capable of working for them 
were left in a starving condition. The signs of famine could 
be read in their faces on our arrival. Requisitions were im- 
mediately made for rations to feed these people and for 
some time 100,000 rations per month were used in the prov- 
ince and distributed to the destitute. Later the issue of ra- 
tions has been cut down so that only 50,000 rations are 
asked for In the province. In order to provide work for the 
unemployed, hundreds remaining about Puerto Principe, after 
the disbanding of Recio’s Corps, money was asked for and 
obtained to place the streets of Puerto Principe In condi- 
tion. Some money has been allotted to sanitary work in 
Nuevitas and for work on the streets. This was necessary 
but there was more work for the people there in loading and 
unloading ships, and not the same necessity for assistance. 

The health of the command remained good until an epi- 
demic of typhoid fever visited the 8th Cavalry. The camp 
was chang and the disease nearly disappeared soon after. 
The troops were moved into barracks on the outskirts of the 
eity May 15, and the general health has been excellent. To 
give confidence to the people generally, assist the Rural 
Guard and to enable the officers and men to obtain a good 
knowledge of the country cavalry scouts were sent out fre- 
quently. Road sketches and reconnoisance maps have been 
required with reports and it is the intention to work up a 
reliable map of the province, giving correctly, or rather ap- 
proximately, the roads, streams, places where water and 
wood can be found, etc. 

After caring for the horses carefully for a time after our 
arrival, they seem to have become acclimated and from _re- 
ports received there is no difficulty in making good marches, 
20 miles or more a day, and in coming back in good condi- 
tion. 

The municipalities are properly organized. The courts, the 
treasury department, the postal system, telegraph and the 
eustoms seem to be working smoothly. Under the present 
laws the criminal process seems to be very slow and men 
charged with crimes remain too long in jail before their 
eases can be settled. There has been more cause for com- 
plaint with the telegraph system than with any other branch 
of the civil service in this province, and that has been alto- 
gether under American management. The postal system 
seems to be working satisfactorily. There has been very lit- 
tle of the agricultural industry in Puerto Principe, there be- 
ing no way of getting the product to market. he province 
was divided into large ranches or holdings and cattle raising 
became the most important industry, as there was no diffi- 
culty in driving cattle to the coast or to the towns. 

The Cubans seem to be a docile and law abiding people, 
especially among the lower classes. Over two thousand men 
were paid $75 each by the paymaster under the supervision 


of Col. Moale, 15th Inf,, at Puerto Prin and although 
this was in the midst of the San Juan festivals or carnival 
when plenty of misrule is ailowed, there was no trouble or 
misbehavior in consequence. It was impossible to help mak- 
ing a comparison of the conduct of rye and the prob- 
ability in case the same number of plined American 
soldiers had received such an amount and under such cir- 
cumstances. While the lower classes have shown themgelves 
to be generally inclined to be docile and quiet, efforts have 
been made to stir them up by certain agitators through 
newspapers and by speeches and meetings. P - 
ings were watched very closely for a considerable time, but 
the conclusion was reached that these dem cannot 
induce the people who have work and whose families are pro- 
vided for to embark in any uprising or adventure that would 
jeopardize their present condition, The Spaniards keep aloof 
from the Cubans socially and have nothing to do with them. 
The former have their own club and the latter two, to which 
they resort a great deal. it is believed that all of the Span- 
lards and the Cubans who have property or anything to lose, 
are in favor of annexation to the United States. At present 
everything is quiet and the general condition satisfactory. 

The municipalities were self-sustaining before the decree 
doing away with the tax on meat and articles of food, but 
they are not so now. As a large percentage of the people of 
Cuba are said to be unable to read or write, it seems im- 
perative that liberal allotments should be made by the Gen- 
eral Government for schools and education made compulsory. 
A careful system of education and schools should be pre- 
pared as soon as possible. When the Americans arrived 
these public charities were in a miserable condition. They 
are now in shape, doing splendid work and should be 
sustained, if necessary, by allowances from the General Gov- 
ernment, 


TREASURY DECISIONS. 

Lieut. Frank L. Chadwick of the Navy, applies to the 
Controller of the Treasury respecting his right to com- 
mutation for quarters while under orders to continue 
on duty at the New ork Navy Yard, August 1 last. 
After reporting for duty Lieut. Chadwick made official 
application to the commandant for quarters, but was 
informed none were available. He was, however, asked 
by the wardroom mess of the Vermont to live with 
them, provided no other officer was ordered to the ship, 
in which event he was te vacate them. The Controller 
holds that as Lieut. Chadwick occupied quarters aboard 
the Vermont not by virtue of any regular assignment, 
but by sufferance of the commanding officer and as a 
guest of the officers of the vessel, he cannot be said to 
have had an assigument of quarters, and is entitled to 
commutation therefor upon a proper showing being 
made in other respects that he is entitled to the same. 

Michael Carney, a private in the Marine Corps during 
the Civil War, appeals from the action of the Anditor 
for the Navy Department of June 20, 1899, disallow- 
ing his claim for bounty on his settlement May 27. 
1863, as a private, to serve four years. It is held there 
was no law authorizing the payment of bounty to r- 
sons enlisting in the Marine Corps during the Civil 
War prior to the act of July 1, 1864, and those enlist- 
ing before the act are not entitled to bounty. 

A letter has been addressed by the Controller of the 
Treasury to P. D. George A. Lyon of the Navy, re- 
specting quarters for certain officers stationed at the 
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League Island Navy Yard. The Pay Officer states that 
the quarters are not all under one roof and he is in 
doubt therefore whether the commutation should be 
paid. The Controller states that the appropriation au- 
thorizes the hiring of quarters, and when the number ap- 
propriated for has been obtained the power for hiring 
quarters under that appropriation is exhausted. It is 
not material to the accounting officers what disposi- 
tion is made of the quarters so hired if they do not 


- exceed the number which the appropriation authorizes. 


If the vouchers are otherwise correct they may be paid 
notwithstanding the quarters may be actenly. intended 
for the use of the line officers who under the Navy Per- 
sonnel Bill are entitled to be accommodated with quar- 
ters belonging to the Government. In his opinion quar- 
ters hi by the Government are quarters belongirg 
to the Government, within the th of the act of 
1878 to which line officers of the Navy may be properly 
assigned. 

Thomas W. Clarke, late Assistant Engineer in the 
avy, appeals from the decision of the Auditor for 
the Navy Department of July 2, 1898, disallowing his 
claim, for pay as Assistant Engineer, from the date of 
his appointment until he —- his acceptance in 
writing and executed the required oath of office.. Clarke 
was appointed an Assistant Engineer of the Navy for 
temporary service on May 20, 1 but did not accept 
the appointment until June 12, following. The action 
of the Auditor in this case is affirmed. 

The Controller has addressed a letter to the Paymas- 
ter General of the Army with reference to a letter from 
Maj. George W. Bai transmitting pay vouchers of 
Capt. J. B. Batchelor, Jr., 24th Inf., for the. month of 
August, 1899, with his name affixed by 8. S. Batchelor, 
his attorney, also the notice of power of attorney, given 
by Capt. Batchelor to 8. 8S. Batchelor, euthaniaie him 
to “ask, demand, sue for, recover, collect and receive all 
such sums of money, debts, dues, etc., belonging to me.” 
The Controller writes that while a payment to a duly 
authorized attorney has been held to discharge the 
obligation of the Government, that fact does not justify 
the abrogation of the law by allowing payments to be 
made on powers of attorney. Although the question 
submitted has at times been in dispute it has me, 
says the Controller, the settled practice of the aecount- 
ing officers not to authorize payments of vouchers to be 
made on powers of attorney.

Emphasis is laid on G. O. No. 84, A. G. O., June 29, 1898 
upon the necessity for instruction in the pont rules for 
fire discipline, commencing at paragraph 532, C. D. R._ It 
does not — that these orders have been complied with. 
Men who have never fired a ball cartridge from a service 
small firearm of projection, mounted upon horses, unaccus- 
tomed to fire practice, cannot reasonably be expected to ful- 
fil all the requirements of fire discipline. — 

One curious statement in the report is that there was 
no display of national colors at headquarters of camp at 
Carmeto, there being no flag on hand. The character 
and qualifications of the officers were high as a rule.

Macabebe—The only town friendly to the Americans, taken 
and deserted and allowed to be burned by the natives.

Guagua—Taken once and abandoned. 

“This list is not complete,” says Mr. McCutcheon, 
“but it shows what a lot of unnecessary work has been 
done, and what a lot of lives have been needlessly lost 
just because Otis stubbornly persisted in sticking to his 
original statement. Many of the towns enumerated 
have no strategic importance and need not have been 
held, but a great many others, like San Isidro and the 
rich towns in that district, should certainly have been 
garrisoned if we had had the men to spare. Otis now 
claims to have a territory 60 miles long, from Imus on 
the South to Angeles on the North, but he neglects to 
state in two-thirds of this distance it is as much as your 
life is worth to get a quarter of a mile off the railway 
track. Attacks are frequently made right in the heart of 
the section which he claims is pacified and conquered. 
I think Otis is trying to do too much. He is essentially 
a man of details. e works 16 hours a day, and is us- 
ually sure to refer to that fact when he gets to talking. 
One man cannot possibly fill the jobs of civil and mili- 
tary leader, and attend to all the petty details. Otis is 
conscientious and honest in a financial way. He does 
everything to save the Government’s money, and de- 
serves a great deal of credit for it, but he isn’t going 
about putting down the insurrection in the right way. 
and I doubt whether he ever will succeed until he gets 
so many men that the insurgents will be smothered to 
death. I think he should be relieved of the military end, 
at least, if not of all, of the job. Bates or Lawton or 
MacArthur, I believe, would make good military com- 
manders if given rein. I don’t know so much about 
Wheeler, but it strikes me that he would make a better 
Brigadier than a Commander-in-Chief. Aguinaldo will 
try to hold out, I think, until after next year’s election, 
but I honestly believe that the campaign, beginning in 
late October, if well managed, can finish it all up in 
four months, or before March 1.” 


It would have been more just if Mr. McCutcheon had 
stated that not only the places he named, but the whole 
of Luzon Island, was necessarily abandoned by most of 
the troops under the command of General Otis, their 
term of enlistment having expired and they being 
ordered to return to the United States.

THB DRY TORTUGAS. 


Dr. C. D. MeGruder, of the U. 8. Marine Hospital 
service, who recently visited Dry Tortugas, in an inter- 
view about the place in the “Times-Democrat,” of New 
Orleans, says: “The Dry Tortugas of the present day is 
a Government quarantine and coaling station, and the 
most conspicuous object, of course, is the fort on the 
main island, Garden Key. A modern three-inch gun 
would knock it all to wleten, but it looks as massive as a 
mountain. Inside is a small ty, with quarters for at 
least a thousand men. It has immense a row 
of fine three-story houses for officers, and no end of store- 
rooms, subterranean galleries, powder magazines and 
other buildings belonging to a complete but nobody 
lives there now except a — uarantine force and an 
old watchman, whose princi ~< is to paint the can- 
non once a year with asphalt as f a man likes fishing 
and is anything of an ornithologist, Dry Tortugas is an 
ideal place to loaf for say a week. Just now the Gov- 
ernment is erecting immense coal sheds at the main is- 
land, and is also putting up a 10,000 gallon distilling 
plant to furnish fresh water to the ships of the Navy.”

HOW TO REACH OUR NEW ARMY STATIONS. 


We give the following information for the benefit of our 
readers wishing to communicate with friends stationed in 
Hawaill, the Philippines, Cuba and Porto Rico. 

All mail matter to or from any of our new possessions, 
sent by soldiers, sailors, marines, or others in the service of 
the United States, is subject to the same domestic rate of 


postage as in the United States, viz.: Letters, for each ounce 
or fraction thereof, 2 cents; postal cards (single), 1 cent; 
posta! cards (double), 2 cents; newspapers not exceeding 
‘our ounces in weight, 1 cent. Caimanera, Cuba, is the 
pert of Guantanamo, and mail for those on duty at 
the latter place should be addressed to Caimanera, to avoid 
delay and confusion. Persons in the Eastern States sending 
mail to the Philippines should omit the words “via Saa 
Francisco.” The Post Office invariably sends mail by the 
quickest route. In addressing persons in the services, be 
particular to put the company and regiment or organization 
the person belongs to on the letters or packages, and in Nav. 
cemmunications be careful to add the name of the vessel, 
and the rank of a person, if he has any. 

The mail address for vessels of the Navy, will be feund in 
our Navy Table. 

The Cuban and Pan-American Express Company, ef 52 
Broadway, New York, receive money and packages of all 


kinds for the Army and Navy in Cuba and Porto Rico, whick 
steamers.

It is optional 
with carrier from San Francisco whether he wil! charge by 
the ton or by measurement. 

Mail‘ matter sent to the United States by persons con- 
nected with the United States forces at or near Cuba, Porte 
Rico, Hawaii, or the Philippine Islands, in order to be en- 
tutled. to the domestic rates of poatese under Departmental! 
orders, must be endorsed “‘Soldier’s Letter,” Sailor's Let- 
ter,”’ Marine’s Letter,” to indicate the branch of service te 
which the writer belongs, and be signed thereunder with 
his name and official designation by a field or staff officer, 
post or detachment commander, to whose command the 
soldier belongs, or by a surgeon or chaplain at a hospital 
where he may be; in the Navy or ne Service, by the 
officer in command of the vessel, or surgeon on board, er 
officer commanding naval hospital or detachment on shore; 
and in other branches of the Government service, by the 

rson in cha of the branch to which the sender be- 
ongs. In case it is impracticable to secure endorsement by 
such oimcials, the postmaster at the mailing office may sign 
such matter officially in like manner and despatch it, pro- 
vided the senders are known to be connected with the U. 8. 
Government service. On mail matter sent to or received 
from all other places in the Universal Postal Union, no dis- 
tinction is made as to letters of soldiers, sailors, marines, 
or others, and the rate is as follows: Letters and other 
sealed matter not exceeding one-half an ounce in weight, 
5ecents; postal cards (single), 2 cents; postal cards (double), 
4 cents: newspapers, for each two ounces or fraction, 1 cent.

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here is a possible hint for our officers in the East 
in the complaints that come from India of the continued 
theft of arms delivered by the British Government to 
its soldiers. It was by means of these thefts that the 
frontier tribes obtained the weapons which they turned 
against their former owners so effectively. Ammunition 
has also been obtained through private importations, and 
an effort is being made to stop this leak by requiring a 
license to import into India ammunition whica can be 
tired from seryice rifles or cartridges of those calibers. 
This has naturally aroused opposition from the dealers 
in guns and ammunition, and a demand is made for a 
revision of the order. Thirty-eight Lee-Metford rifles, 
°*5 Martini-Henry carbines and 25 revolvers were stolen 
from British soldiers last year. No gtins were stolen 
from the native regiments except in the few cases where 
sentries were killed te obtain them. With Bri ish troops 
the rifles are kept in racks in the men’s barrack rooms, 
while in the Native Army the general practice is to 
keep them locked up in the bells-of-arms, which are 
houses or huts in the lines. The doors of the bells-of- 
arms are securely padlocked, and they are under sentries 
both day and night. There is one somewhat lonely post 
at Peshawar (now abolished) on which no less than three 
sepoy sentries haye, at different periods, been shot by 
ritle thieves. It ig proposed to arm the sentries with a 
smooth bores, w ith are effective at short range, ae 
will not tempt the cupidity of the tribesman. The 
prayer of the Pathan mother that her son may grow up 
a successful thief is often answered in the disappearance 
»f these service rifles. 





A number of experiments on the “man-stopping” power 
f small caliber bullets have been carried out by firing 
with the 6.48 mm. Dandeteau rifle at living horses. In 
one instance the animal was placed at a distance of 100 
m., and the effect of the bullet, which traversed the 
whole length of its body, inflicting frightful injuries. 
was to cause instant death. The normal charge was 
used, and the initial velocity of the projectile was 770 
n. per second. In other experiments, attended with like 
result, the charges were reduced to correspond with the 
velocities which would remain at various distances up to 
2,500 m., and the conclusion was formed that the small- 
caliber bullet, if not below the diameter of 6.48 mm., 
is absolutely deadly at all ranges up to 2,500 m.. be- 
yond which distance it was deemed unnecessary to make 
xperiments, 


In his second inaugural message on March 4, 1873, 
President Grant said: “I say here, however, that I do not 
share in the apprehensions held by many as to the dan- 


ger of governments becoming weakened and destroyed 
by reason of their extension of territo Commerce, 
education, and the rapid transit of od all it and matter 
by telegraph and steam have changed all this. Rather 
do I believe that our Great Maker is preparing the 
world in His own good time, to become one nation, 
speaking one language, and when armies and navies will 
be no longer required.” This statement by President 
Girant was made im connection with his recommendation 
that San Domingo should be annexed to the United 
States, as its own people had asked that our Government 
should annex it.
